AN  ACCOUNT,  &c. 


"  TO  counterbalance  the  various  evils  and  miferies; 
♦<  of  life,"  fays  an  elegant  and  humane  writer,  "  provi- 
«  dence  has  planted  in  our  natures  a  benevolent  princi- 
««  pie,  which  inclines  us,  by  an  involuntary  emotion,  to 
*»  relieve  the  diftrefTes  of  our  fellow-creatures,  and  gives- 
«<  U3  the  pureft  and  moft  fenfible  pleafure  for  our  reward." 
From  the  univerfel  diffulioii  of  this  amiable  principle,  few 
proje£ls  calculated  to  alleviate  the  fulferings  of  the  lov^er 
orders  of  fociety,  have,  in  this  age  and  nation,  failed  of 
meeting  with  effedluai  fupport :  and,  perhaps,  no  part  of 
the  country  has  been  more  confpicuous  than  the  towa 
and  neighbourhood  of  Newcaftle,  in  patronizing  eftablifh- 
ments  for  the  reHef  of  the  poor,  under  the  aggravated 
afflidtions  of  want  and  difeafe. 

It  is  needlefs  to  enter  into  a  particular  hiftory  of  the 
various  charitable  inftitution&  which  exift  atprefent  in  this 
town  ;  but  a  flight  flcetch  of  the  origin  and  ftate  of 
the  Infirmary  will  be  a  nfcceflary  introduftion  to  the 
following  account  of  the  plan  lately  adopted  for  its  exten- 
fion  and  internal  improvement. 

Sed.  1 .    The  Origin  and  prefent  State  of  the 

IN  the  beginning  of  the  year  1751,  the  members 
of  a  refpeaable  fociety  in  NewcaiUt,  refolved,  on  ac- 
count of  the  deaths  of  fome,  and  the  advancing  age 
pf  others  of  their  body,  to  diicontinue  their  ftated  meet- 
ings :  but,  previous  to  their  doing  fo,  to  leave  fome 
permanent  memorial  of  the  fociety  having  exitted,  by 
the  propofal  of  fome  projeft  of  public  utihty.  '  On 
the  day  appointed  for  this  benevolent  purpofe,  the 
late  eminent  furgeon,  Mr  Richard  Lambert,  then 
a  young  man,  fuggefted  the  eltabiilhinent  of  an  In- 
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firmary  ;  and  this,  appearing  more  beneficial  than  any 
other  project  which  had  been  prefented,  met  with  the  una- 
nimous concurrence  of  the  meeting.  *  In  confequence, 
a  letter  figned  B.  K.  was  inferted  in  the  Newcaftle  papers, 
flrongly  recommending  a  fubfcription  for  efFefting  fo  de- 
firable  an  objeft.  A  fubfcription  was  accordingly  opened 
on  the  9th  of  February,  1 751,  and  foon  attracted  the 
notice  oi  the  following  diftinguiflied  charafttrs ;  the 
Earl  of  Northumberland,  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Durham,  Lord  Ravensworth,  Sir  Walter  Black- 
ETT,  Bart.  GtoRGE  Bowes,  Efq.  the  Mayor  of  New- 
castle, (Ralph  Sowerby,  Efq.)  Sir  Thomas  Cla- 
vERiNG,  Bart.  Sir  Henry  Grey,  Bart,  and  Matthew 
Ridley,  Efq.  To  introduce  the  names  of  all  the  bene- 
faftors  to  this  ufeful  ettablifliment  would  far  exceed  the 
limit?  prefcribcd  to  this  fl<etch :  but,  in  grateful  teftimo- 
ny  of  the  benevolence  of  the  original  contributors  to  the 
building,  a  lift  of  their  names  and  donations  isfubjoined. 

On  the  2  J  ft  of  March,  1751,  it  was  refolved  to  carry 
the  charity  into  immediate  effeft;  and,  in  tliemean  time, 
a  temporary  houfe,  capable  of  holding  23  beds,  was  hired; 
and  application  was  made  to  the  corporation  for  a  piece 
of  ground  on  the  Forth  Banks,  on  which  the  Tnfirmaiy 
now  ftands. 

On  the  5th  of  September  the  firft  ftone  of  the  building 
was  laid  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr  Jofeph  Butler,  Lord  Bi- 
{hop  of  Durham;  and  on  the  8th  of  Oaober,  1752,  the 
edifice  being  completely  fitted  up,  was  opened  for  the 
reception  of  patients. 

The-  Infirmary  ftands  in  an  open,  dry,  elevated  fitua- 
tion,  at  a  fliort  diftance  from  the  town,  and  from  the  river 
Tyne  The  out-grounds  are  convenient,  and  command 
a  pleafing  profped  of  the  adjoining  country.  The  budd- 
ing  is  of  ftone,  and  prefents  a  plain,  but  elegant,  front  to 

•  Mr  Toseph  Airey,  Mr  George  and  Mr  Ralph  Headlam  and 
MvRLhlrd  Burdus^were  alsoin^^^^  of  this  society,  and  the 
earliest  benefaaors  to  the  Inarmary. 
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the  South  ;  from  the  eaftern  extremity  there  runs_  north- 
ward a  fpacJoiis  wing  fronting  the  Eaft.  The  principal, 
or  fouth  front,  contains  four  ftories,  the  bafement,  the 
ground  floor,  the  chamber,  and  the  attic.  The  wing  is 
two  ftories  high,  with  an  attic  ward  at  its  northern  ex- 
tremity. The  ground  floor  is  1 3  feet,  the  chamber  12, 
and  the  attic  ftory  9  feet  high.  The  offices  are  placed 
behind  the  front  and  the  wing,  with  which  they  nearly 
form  a  quadrangle,  inclofing  a  fquare  paved  yard  \  but 
the  offices  being  low,  the  Infirmary,  from  without,  is  ca- 
pable of  a  complete  ventilation. 

With  refpeft  to  interior  arrangements,  it  has  hither- 
to had  all  the  faults  of  the  older  hofpitals.  Some  of  the 
wards  are  too  large,  and  all  of  them  too  much  crowded  : — 
The  galleries,  in  the  wing,  which  ought  to  have  afted  as 
ventilators  to  the  houfe,  being  clofed  up  at  one  end,  the 
ventilation  is  completely  obdruded  j  while  an  ill-con- 
trived neceffary  placed  in  each,  contaminates  the  air.  One 
room  only  is  fet  apart  for  the,  reception  of  a  fingle  pa- 
tient, when  affeifled  with  a  dangerous  difeafe  ;  and  it  is 
allotted  for  thofe  who  have  undergone  the  operation  of 
lithotomy.  All  the  bedlleads  in  the  houfe,  are  made  of 
wood,  and  have  flock-mattralTes. 

Se^,  2.    Plan  for  the  internal  Improvement  and 
Exienjion  of  the  Infirmary, 

From  this  account  of  the  interior  arrangements  of  the 
Infirmary,  it  will  appear,  that  it  has  hitherto  been  by 
no  means  fo  well  calculated  as  might  liave  been  wifhed, 
for  giving  relief  in  thofe  difeafes  in  which  quiet,  reft,  and 
pure  air,  are  eflential  to  recovery.  In  large  wards, 
where  mutual  mifery  and  difturbance  continuallv  prevail, 
the  difeafes  of  patients  are  often  in  danger  of  being 
rather  aggravated,  than  remedied  or  relieved. 

A  queftion  then  naturally  occurs,   "  Are  thefe  evils 
"  neceffarily   and    infeparably  attached    to  Infirma- 
ries?    Or   do  they  fpring  from  faults  which  are 
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capable  of  being  reftified  ?"  With  a  view  to  attract 
the  attention  and  known  humanity  of  the  fupporters  of 
this  inllitution  to  tke  confideration  of  a  queRion  fo  im- 
portant, a  printed  paper,  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  was  tranf- 
mitted  by  Dr  Clark  to  every  governor,  on  the  iith  of 
June,  1 80 1,  containing  the  *'  rcfult  of  an  enquiry  into 
"  the  Rate  of  various  Infirmaries ;  a  comparative  view 
•*  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  praftice  in  the  improved,  and  ia 
**  the  older  hofpitals  ;  and  a  propofal  for  the  internal 
*'  IMPROVEMENT  and  EXTENSION  of  the  Infirmaiy  at 
"  Newcaftle." 

In  confequence  of  the  Vemarks  contained  in  this  paper, 
the  following  governors,  together  with  the  phyficians 
and  fiirgeons  of  the  charity,  were,  at  a  fpecial  court, 
held  on  Thurfday,  June  25,  (Sir  M.  W.  Ridley,  Bart. 
M.  P.  in  the  chair)  appointed  a  committee,  «'  for  the 
*•  purpofe  of  confidering  the  expediency  of  the  propofed 
**  internal  improvement  of  the  Infirmary,  procuring 
*'  plans  of  the  propofed  extenfion  of  the  building,  and 
«'  eitimates  of  the  cxpences  attending  the  fame,  and 
**  caufing  a  report  of  their  proceedings,  and  opinion 
*'  thereon,  to  be  printed  and  circulated  among  the 
*'  governors,  previous  to  the  anaiverfary  n^eeting  in 
*'  Auguft,"  viz.

On  the  2 ill  of  July,  the  above  committee,  having 
previoufly  with  great  attention  examined  thetinternal 
Hate  of  the  Infirmary,  circulated  among  the  governors  a 
moft  IMPORTANT  REPORT  on  the  defefts  of  the  In- 
firmary, and  the  moft  effeftual  means  of  remedying  them. 

"  The  principal  caufc  of  the  contamination  of  the 
"  air  in  the  whole  houfc,"   the  committee  obfcive,. 
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«  arifes  from  the  long  ward  on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
"  wing  (containing  twenty  beds)  and  that  immediately 
«*  adjoining  (containing  feven  beds),  which  from  their 
«  fituation  will  not  admit  of  being  converted  into  well- 
««  aired  lodging  rooms."  They  propofe  *'  to  convert 
"  thefe  into  phyficians'  and  furgeons'  confulting  rooms, 
<«  a  waiting-hall  for  the  patients,  and  a  difpenfary,  (all 
"  of  which  necefTary  accommodations  are  at  prefent  very 
**  imperfeft)  and  to  remove  an  extremely  offenfive 
*'  necelTary  in  the  pafTage."  The  committee  confider 
the  long  ward  on  "  the  fecond  floor  of  the  wing  (con- 
"  taining  twenty-three  beds)  capable  of  complete  ven- 
"  tilation,  by  fubftituLing  a  water-clofet  for  the  necef- 
*<  fary,  opening  the  gallery  at  each  end,  and  dividing 
•*  the  ward  into  three  apartments,  containing  fix  beds 
**  each.  The  adjoining  ward  on  the  fame  floor  of  the 
«'  wing,  they  would  convert  into  a  dining-room  for  the 
*'  female-patients ;  and  that  immediately  above  it,  into 
*«  a  comfortable  apartment  for  three  patients." 

The  wards  In  the  front  appeared  alfo  "  too  much 
*'  crowded,  and  in  fummer  to  fufFer  much  from  the  heat 
"  of  the  fun."  The  committee  propofe,  "  that  inftead 
*'  of  eleven,  thefe  wards  fliall  contain  only  feven  beds 
"  each,  and  that  every  window  have  ftrong  Venetian 
"  blinds  on  the  outfide.    Alfo  that  two  fmall  rooms, 

now  differently  occupied,  be  converted  into  wards, 
**  each  to  contain  two  beds." 

"  To  obtain  a  fucceflion  of  pure,  fiefli  air,"  they  re- 
commend, <'  that  every  window  have  a  portion  of  each 
pane  in  the  top  of  the  upper  fafli  cut  away,  and  a 
frame  of  glafs  placed  on  a  crofs  bar,  and  moveable  on 
"  it  by  hinges,  fo  as  to  make  a  greater  or  lefs  angle 
"  with  the  window,  and  confequently  to  admit  more  or 
*'  lefs  air  at  plealure,  rifing  towards  the  ceiling.  *  Alfo 

*  Still  more  effedlually  to  diffuse  the  air  equally,  it  is  proposed 
to  convey  it  from  without,  by  a  wooden  tube,  placed  under  the 
floor,  and  opening  into  the  middle  of  each  room,  with  a  valve  to 
(.hut  at  pleasure;  and  to  carry  off  the  vitiated  air,  by  means  of  ah 
aperture  aud  valve  in  the  ceiling,  immediately  abgve  the  opening 
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«  that  apertures  be  made  through  the  walls  into  the 
"  gallery,  oppoHle  to  the  windows  in  each  ward  ;  liav- 
<«  ing  doors  turning  on  fwlvels,  which  may,  if  ntced'ary, 
««  be  locked,  to  prevent  the  patients  from  IhuttiuV 
«  them."  ^ 

«  As  bedfteads  conflru£led  of  wood  are  prolific 
**  fources  for  the  propagation  of  vermin,  and  as  ccra- 
*'  plete  cleanlinefs  cannot  be  efFeded  in  Infirmaries 
*'  where  fuch  furniture  is  ufed,"  the  committee  alfo  pro- 
pofe  to  have  "all  the  bedfteads  made  of  hammered  iron, 

with  joints,  to  turn  up  in  the  day  time,  and  to  ftand 
*'  with  their  heads  againft  the  v/all.  Some  of  the  iron 
**  bedfteads,  in  every  Ward,  to  have  a  fcrew  to  raife 
"  or  lower  the  back,  for  altering  the  pofition  of  patients 
"  when  in  a  weak  ftate." 

Having  pointed  out  thefe  Improvements,  the  commit- 
tee declare  it  to  be  their  "  decided  opinion,  that  the 
*'  air  can  never  be  kept  pure,  if  more  than  fifty  pa- 
"  tients  are  admitted  into  the  old  building.  Accom- 
*'  modations  will  therefore  be  wanting  for  thirty-four 

in-patients,  according  to  the  prefent  eftablifliment,'  as 
"  well  as  feparate  rooms  for  patients  under  dangerous 
*'  difeafes,  and  after  operations  of  magnitude,  when  per- 
"  feft  guiei  and  pure  air  are  fo  eflential  to  recovery.'* 
To  embrace  thefe  important  objefls,  and  to  place  this 
charity  on  a  footing  with  the  moft  approved  Infirmaries, 
the  committee  propofe  "  an  extenfion  of  the  building." 

In  planning  this  extenfion  It  was  the  leading  obje£l  to 
effed  complete  ventilation  both  in  the  new  and  in  the 
old  .houfe.  For  this  reafon  the  quadrangular  form  has 
been  avoided,  and  the  new  building,  inftead  of  being 
added  as  a  wing  correfpondent  to  the  other,  is  to  com- 

in  the  floor  below,  communicating  with  a  similar  tube,  which 
terminates  in  a  brick  funnel,  running  parallel  with  the  chimney, 
to  the  top  of  the  building.  In  calm  weather,  or  when  the  at- 
mosphere in  any  of  the  wards  becomes  tainted  by  particular  dis- 
eases of  the  patients,  it  is  proposed  to  fix  a  stove  grate  in  every 
funnel  in  the  garret,  to  accelerate  the  motion  of  the  air,  and  carry 
oS  contagious  vapours.  , 
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mcnce  immediately  where  the  front  galleries  of  the  pre- 
fent  building  terminate  towards  the  Weft.  Each  ftory 
is  to  confiil  of  a  fingle  row  of  wards,  and  a  gallery,* 
which  will  have  a  fontherii  afpedl:,  and  will  communicate 
with  thofe  of  the  old  houfe;  by  which  means  a  thorough 
ventilation  of  both  buildings  will  be  fecured  ;  while  the 
new  wards  will  not  only  enjoy  the  benefit  of  every  con- 
trivance for  ventilation  which  has  already  been  mention- 
ed, but,  having  a  northern  afpeft,  will  be  protefted 
from  the  inconvenience  of  the  heat  in  fummer,  expe- 
rienced in  the  old  houfe.  Still  more  efl'eilually  to  fecure 
a  fupply  of  frefti,  pure  air,  ventilating  crofs  galleries,  with 
a  fire  place  in  each,  are  propofed  to  be  conftrufted  in 
the  fecond  and  third  ftories,  between  the  new  and  the 
old  building.  Thefe  are  alfo  to  ferve  the  purpofe  of 
dining  rooms  for  the  male-patients,  and  fuch  patients  as 
are  able  to  lit  up  are  to  remain  in  them  fome  hours  daily, 
during  which  time  their  bedding  is  to  be  carried  into  the 
open  air,  and  the  wards  expofed  to  ventilation. 

The  committee  having  paid  fo  much  attention  to  the 
obtaining  fupplies  of  pure,  fre(h  air,  and  alfo  to  its  equal 
diftribution,  have  further  recommended  that  a  ufeful  in- 
vention of  Mr  Mofer's  fhould  be  introduced  in  the  con- 
ftruftion  of  the  new  building,  by  which  atmofpheric 
air,  pafiTing  through  a  fquare  opening  made  in  the  wall 
on  a  level  with  the  floor  in  the  bafement  ftory,  is  heated 
by  a  fand-bath,  and  is  conveyed,  by  earthen  tubes 
placed  perpendicularly,  into  the  galleries,  and  thence  ' 
into  the  wards. 

Each  ward,  containing  fix  bedfteads,  will  have  two 
windows  m  front,  and  alfo  two  fafhed  windows  in  the 
back  vyall,  in  a  dired  Hne  with  thofe  in  the  front  and  in 
the  gallery.  The  wards  with  two  beds  will  have  each  a 
window  m  fi-ont,  and  alfo  in  the  back  wall,  in  the  fame 
oirettion.    By  this  means  the  moft  complete  thorough 

*  The  new  building  will  be  125  feet  long,  and  the  irallerv  <5  fert 
tV^wcatJer^wir'^^'^^^ ''''  ^^'^-^^  tf  wS  t£n 
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ventilation  may  be  obtained  at  all  times.  The  bafement 
ftory,  II  feet  higl),  will  contain  hot,  cold,  vapour,  and 
fliower  baths,  a  laundry,  and  other  neceffary  offices. 
The  fccond  and  third  flories,  14  feet  high,  will  contain 
four  wards,  each  25  by  24,  capable  of  holding  fix  beds 
each  ;  and  the  fourth  llory,  five  rooms,  each  25  by  12, 
in  which  arc  to  be  lodged  only  one  patient,  and  a  con- 
valcfcent  or  a  nurfe.  Thefe  rooms  are  to  be  allotted  to 
patients  in  dangerous  complaints,  or  after  operations  of 
magnitude,  and  are  therefore  properly  placed  on  the 
fame  floor  with  the  operation-room. 

To  the  weft  end  of  the  new  building  it  Is  propofed  to 
annex  two  wards  with  fix  bedfteads  each,  and  two  wards 
with  two  bedfteads  each,  together  with  a  kitchen, 
wafti-houfe,  and  water-clofet,  for  infedlious  fevers  of 
accidental  occurrence.  There  will  be  a  door  at  the  end 
of  the  gallery,  communicating  with  the  ftaircafe  belong- 
ing to  thefe  wards,  for  the  convenience  of  removing  pa- 
tients from  the  Infirmary,  but  which,  afterwards,  will 
be  kept  ftiut,  to  prevent  the  contagion  from  fpreading. 

Every  floor  in  the  new  houfe  will  have  a  nurfe's  room, 
fcuUery,  and  water-clofet,  conveniently  fituated,  and 
abundantly  fupplied  with  water  from  a  large  leaden 
ciftern,  placed  on  the  top  of  the  new  building,  where  it 
joins  the  old  Infirmary.  From  this  ciftern  the  wards  in 
the  new  building,  and  water-clofets  and  wards  in^  the 
old  houfe  are  alfo  to  be  fupplied:  by  which  means  clean- 
linefs  will  be  more  leadily  and  expeditioufly  effefted. 

The  committee  prefented  the  report,  of  which  the 
above  is  an  abridged  account,  to  a  fpecial  court  held  on 
the  4th  of  Auguft,  1801,  (Sir  M.  W.  Ridley,  Bart. 
M.  P.  in  the  chair;)  when,  after  mature  deliberation, 
and  examination  of  the  plans  and  elevation  of  the  pro- 
pofed new  building,  the  following  motions,  among 
feveral  others,  were  made  by  Sir  J.  £.  Swinburne,  Bart, 
and  unanimoufly  agreed  to  :  — 

I.  That  this  court,  being  of  opinion  that  the  Intir- 
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«  mary  In  itsprefent  ftate,  is  but  ill  calculated  to  anfwer 
«  the  benevolent  purpofcs  of  fuch  an  inftitution,  do  ap- 
«  prove  of  the  report  of  the  committee,  dated  2 ill  July. 

"  2.  That  a  fubfcription  be  entered  into  for  the  pur- 
«  pofe  of  carrying  into  execution  the  plan  propofed  by 
«  the  faid  committee,  for  the  improvement  and  extenfion 
«<  of  the  Infirmary." 

The  following  gentlemen,  in  addition  to  the  former 
committee,  viz.  Sir  M.  W.  Ridley,  Bart.  M.  P.  C.  J. 
Brandhng,  Efq.  M.  P.  The  Hon.  C.  Grey,  M.  P.  T.  R. 
Beaumont,  Efq.  M.  P.  Sir  R.  Milbanke,  Bart.  M.  P. 
Rowland  Burdon,  Efq.  M.  P.  The  Mayor  of  NewcaRle, 
Samuel  Lawton,  Efq.  and  the  Rev.  Fred.  Ekins,  were 
appointed  a  committee  for  improvement,  with  full  powers 
to  carry  into  efcedl  the  objefts  contained  in  the  report. 

The  fubfcription  was  opened  by  a  draft  for  500I.  in- 
clofed  in  a  letter  to  Mr  Ingham,  from  the  Duke  of  Nor- 
thumberland, in  which  his  Grace  expreffes,  in  the  moll 
polite  terms,  "  his  high-  opinion  of  the  utility  of  the  In- 

firmary,  and  his  wifh  that  the  propofed  improvements 
"  might  be  carried  into  effeft."  The  fums  fubfcribed. 
at  this  court  exceeded  1600I. 

On  the  23d  of  September  the  foundation  ftone'  of  the 
new  building  was  laid  by  Sir  M.  W.  Ridley,  Bart.  M.  P. 
as  reprefeiitative,  upon  this  occafion,  of  his  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Northumberland.  The  fubfcription  at  this  time 
amounted  to  L.2817.  3s.  od.  and  it  is  a  pleafing  cir, ' 
cumftance  to  remark,  that  the  reprefentatlves  of  the  moft 
diftinguiHied  families,  connefted  with  the  interells  of  the 
three  counties  of  Newcaftle,  Durham,  and  Northumber- 
land, have,  with  the  utmoft  liberality,  humanely  contri- 
buted  to  carry  into  perfedlion  this  benevolent  inftitution, 
cllabliihed  by  their  anceftors. 
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Sc6}.  3.    New  Code  of  S'taMes  and  Rules  for 
the  Govermimit  of  the  Infirmary, 

IT  was  natural,  ill  tradnp;  tlie  hiflory  of  the  Infirmary, 
to  have  our  attention  firll  direfted  to  the  improvements 
in  the  buildings,  and  accommodations  for  the  patients-; 
but  an  effential  fervice  has  alfo  been  this  year  rendered  to 
It  by  the  judicious  labour  which  has  been  beftowed  on  the 
revifion  of  the  ftatutes  and  rules  for  tJie  government  of 
this  ufeful  inftitution. 

The  laft  edition  of  the  ftatutes  *  having  been  many 
years  out  of  print,  a  committee,  confift-ing  of  the  fol- 
lowing governors  :

Phvficians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Infirmar^^  n^as  appointed 
on  the  6th  of  November,  1800,  to  frame  fuch  a  Code 
for  the  future  government  of  the  Infirmary,  as  (hould 
appear  to  them  neceffary  or  expedient  from  change  ot 
circumftances  in  the  charity,  or  from  hofpital  arrange- 
jnents  beiug  better  underftood. 

In  framing  this  code,  the  committee  bave  availed 
tbemfelves  of  the  rules  of  feveral  improved  chanties  of  a 
fLnar  nature,  and  alfo  .f  the  works  of  Dodo.  Perc.aU 
Aikin,  and  RoUo,  and  of  the  committee  of  the  royd 
fociet;  of  medicine  at  Paris,  f  It  may,  therefore,  be 
reafonably  expefted  that  their  labours  will  tend  very  ma- 
terially  to  promote  the  interefts  of  the  chanty. 

On  an  attentive  perufal  of  the  new  code  it  Is  prefumed,

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thnt  'it  will  be  found  to  contain  every  necsffary  rule  fn9_ 
effeaing  cleanlinefs  and  ventilation  through  the  whole  of 
t4x6  houfe;  for  fecuring  decency,,  order,  and  perfonal 
cleanlinefs  among  the  patients  ;  for  rendering  their  fitua- 
tion  more  comfortable,  and  infuring  their  more  fpeedy 
recovery,  by  the  feparation  of  difeafes  ;  and,  finally,  lor 
promoting  the  improvement  of  medical  and  furgicaL 
knowledge,  in  which  the  objefts  of  this  charity,  and  the. 
public  at  large  are  fo  materially  interefted. 

But  in  order  that  the  Infirmary  may  produce  all  the 
benefits  which  may  be  expefted  to  refult  from  thefe  effeu- 
tial  improvements  in  its  buildings  and  accommodations,^ 
it  is  abfolutely  necefiary  that  all  the  ffatutes  and  rules  of 
the  new  code  be  carried  into  effeftual  execution.  There 
muft  be  a  regular  fyfhem  of  management.  And  thiiS 
mull  depend  upon  the  perfonal  attention  of  the  governors 
to  the  general  interefts  of  the  charity.  This  will  be 
found  necelTary,  not  only  to  ckeck  every  irregu- 
larity in  the  patients,  and  to  animate  the  exertions  o£ 
every  department ;  but  alfo  to  prevent  the  funds  from 
being  improvidently  wailed.  Individuals,  nay  all  the 
fiated  officers  of  the  houfe,  may  perfonu  their  refpe£live 
duties,  yet  as  a  whole  the  charity  will  not  produce  its  full 
'eifefts,  without  a  refpeftable  attendance  at  the  quarterly 
courts,  a  proper  attention  of  the  weekly  vifitors,  and 
die  conilant  exertions  of  a  vigilant  and  adlive  committeea.

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ScH.  4.  The  Neccffity  and  hiporiance  of  the 
principal  Improvements  of  the  Infirmary  illuf- 
irated.  * 

ALTHOUGH  the  governors,  who  have  examined 
into  the  ftate  of  the  Infirmary,  as  hitherto  conjlrucled  and 
regulated.^  are  completely  convinced  of  the  rieccflity  of  the 
improvements  which  are  to  be  adopted,  and  the  advan* 
tages  which  will  refiilt  from  them,  yet  it  is  judged  pro- 
per, by  way  of  illuftration,  to  offer  a  few  remarks  under 
the  following  diftindl  heads,  in  order  that  the  contribu- 
tors at  large  may  eftimate  the  importance  and  utility  of 
the  arrangements  which  are  to  be  obferved  in  the  future 
condudl  of  the  charity. 


I. 


Accommodation  for  In-patients* 


The  difpofition  of  lodging  rooms  into  long  wards  is 
the  principal  caufe  of  bad  air  in  hofpitals,  and  of  the 
want  of  fuccefs  in  treating  the  fick.  I  am  perfuaded, 
fays  a  benevolent  author,  already  quoted,  f  "  that  eveiy 
*'  precaution  and  contrivance  to  fweeten  the  air  will  be 
<'  only  palliative,  wliilfi;  the  great  foiirces  of  contagion, 

large  crowded  wards  remain  in  ufe."    "  It  is  true  the 

firft  appearance  of  a  large  ward  (Irikes  us  with  the 
««  idea  of  fomewhat  very  fpacious  and  airy;  but  if  we 

conceive  for  a  moment,  in  imagination,  that  it  was 
t*  partitioned  into  as  many  feparate  diviiions  as  there  are 
<<  patients,  we  fhall  be  fenfible  how  narrow  a  fpace  is 
4'  allotted  to  each.    Various  other  circumftances,  fuch 

as  the  mutual  difturbance  and  terror  arifing  among  the 
»«  Tick  from  the  fhocking  view  of  each  others  fufferings, 
*<  their  agonies,   raving  and  dying  groans,   all  plead 

»  This  sedlion  comprehends  all  the  modern  Infirmary  arrange- 
ments   and  as  the  governors  who  attend  the  quARTERLy  courts 
Tnd  compose  the  house-committee,  are  the  efficient  '^^nag.rs  oi 
the  charity,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  they  should  be  well 
acquainted  with  these, 
t  Dr.  Aikin,  in  his  thoughts  on  hospitals, 
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"  ftrongly  with  humanity  agalnft  thefe  difmal  lodging 
places." 

By  dividing  the  long  wards  In  the  old  houfe,  In  the 
manner  which  has  been  propofed,and  conftruaing  all  thofc 
in  the  new  building  of  a  moderate  f:ze,  the  following 
important  advantages  will  be  obtained.  The  phyficians 
and  furgeons  will  have  accommodations  for  admitting  the 
in-patients,  and  for  prefcribing  for  their  out-patients.  * 
The  wards  will  be  more  eafily  cleaned,  ventilated,  and 
fupphcd  with  air  of  regulated  temperature  ;  and,  what 
is  of  the  greateft  Importance,  they  will  admit  of  the 
reparation  of  patients,  and  of  their  arrangement  accord- 
ing to  difeafej 

2.    Reduction  of  the  Number  of  Patients-  in  the 

Wards-. 

The  late  Sir  John  Pi-ingle,  who  paffed  a  great  part 
of  his  life  in  military  hofpitals,  lays  it  down  as  a  rule, 
"  to  admit  fo  few  patients  into  each  ward>  that  a  perfoiT 
**  unacquainted  with  the  danger  of  bad  air  might  imagine 
•*  there  was  room  to  take  in  a  double  or  treble  number.'* 
This  rale  has  been  as  nearly  as  poffible  adopted,  and 
will  be  carried  into  execution  when  the  wards  in  the  old' 
houfe  are  altered,  and  thofe  In  the  new  building  con-' 
ftrufted. 

Crowding  too  rfiany  fick  perfons  Into  one  ward  Is  al-- 
ways  attended  with  the  moft  dangerous  confequences^ 
This  might  eafily  be  demonftrated  from  the  works  o? 
various  medical  writers  of  great  authority  ;  but  the 
following  fadl  adduced  on  the  authority  of  Mr  Stokoe, 
an  Ingenious  furgeon,  at  Hexham,  who  ferved  in  the- 
navy  during  the  American,  and  part  of  the  prefent  war^ 
places  this  important  fubjea  In  the  moft  llriking  point  o£ 
view.  «  When  our  forces  were  withdrawn  from  Toulon, 
**  the  fick  there  were  removed  from  the  hofpital  to  Port®-

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**  Fcnajo,  in  the  ifland  of  Elba  ;  and  I  was  appointed  by 
**  the  commander  in  chief  to  fuperintend  all  that  wcr« 
"  landed. 

*'  For  want  of  room  the  fick  were  all  lodged  together  ; 
*'  and  not  being  able  to  procure  bedfteads  nor  cradles, 
*'  they  were  put  into  feparate  hammocks,  fixed  in  one 
"  fingle  row,  in  the  middle  of  a  large  ward.  An  empty 
"  fpace,  of  one  yard  at  Icaft,  was  left  all  round  the 
*•  ward  ,  and  the  hammocks  were  placed  fo  far  afunder, 
**  as  to  allow  the  attendants  to  pafs  readily  betwixt  each. 
**  The  lick,  when  received  into  this  hofpital,  had  no 
*'  fymptoms  of  fea-fcurvy.  They  were,  however;  allowed 
**  animal  broths,  with  plenty  of  frcfl-i  vegetables,  and, 
*'  each  man,  two  lemons  daily.  In  lefs  than  a  fortnight 
*'  the  fores  of  the  patients  affumed  a  worfe  appearance, 
**  and'  the  ftumps  of  thofe  who  had  undergone  amputa- 
**  tion  and  digefted  well,  now  became  flaccid  and  gan- 
**  grenous,  and  difcharged  copioufly  a  dark  coloured  of- 
*'  fenfive  matter  :  exceffive  diarhoea,  and  cold  fweats  fuc- 
*'  ceedtd,  which,  in  a  few  days,  terminated  the  exiRence 
«  of  the  patients,  if  they  wtre  not  fpeedily  removed  from 
««  the  contaminated  air  of  this  hofpital.  I  alfo  obferved 
«'  if  a  patient  with  the  flighceft  fore  lay  next  a  patient 
<«  in  a  worfe  difeafe,  and  more  efpecially  if  he  lay  be- 
««  twixt  two  fuch  patients,  his  fore  very  rapidly  degene- 
*<  rated.  Even  the  flighteft  fcratches  in  the  nurfes  be- 
♦»  came  formidable  fores. 

«<  In  this  dilemma  I  caufed  one  half  of  the  fick  to  be 
carried  on  board  a  fhip  ;  and  in  the  couvfe  of  ^five  or 
<«  fix  days  their  fores,  as  well  as  the  fores  of  thofe  who 
«  remained  in  the  hofpital,  affumed  a  more  favourable 
«  afpeft,  and  their  health  mofl  obvioufly  improved.  In 
«<  the  courfe  of  fourteen  days  more  the  fick  on  board 
fhip  were,  from  fome  caufe  or  other,  fent  back  to  the 
*«  hofpital.  *     All  the  patients,    in   confequence  oi 

*  This  temporary  hospital  was  situated  at  a  short  distance  from 

fhe  town  It  had  formerly  been  a  warehouse,  and  consisted  of  wo 
the  town.

jroccupied  by  other  patients  not  under  bis  care. 
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«  being  crowded  together,  became  worfe  in  a  few  days, 
*'  and  their  dlfeafes  could  only  be  removed  by  fending 
«'  one  half  of  the  patients  back  to  the  fliip." 

In  an  Infirmary  in  a  neighbouring  kingdom  the 
fame  caufe  is  attended  with  equally  baneful  effefts. 
«  Our  furgical  patients,"  fays  Mr  J.  Bell,  "  are  expofed 
.  «<  to  infeftions  from  the  medical  wardsj  and  efpecially 
«<  to  a  difeafe,  the  hofpital  fore,  which  feizes  aU  thofc 
«  who  have  even  the  fmalleft  incifions  praAifed  upon 
«'  them  :  it  infeds  all  the  ulcers,  changes  the  fiightefl 
*<  fores  into  gangrenes,  and  this  difeafe,  which  is  fre- 
«'  quent  in  exaft  proportion  to  the  fize  of  an  hofpital, 
"  is  fo  pecuHar,  that  it  is  named  the  hospital  gan- 
«  GRENH.  It  is  like  a  plague  ;  it  rages  tvyice  a  year  in 
«'  fuch  a  degree,  that  even  the  nurfes  are  infefted  :  the 
«  flighted  fcratch  in  their  fingers  turns  out  a  iBoft  for- 
««  midable  fore  ;  and,  at  certain  feafons,  no  operations 
«*  can  be  fafely  performed." 

In  all  Hofpitals  and  Infirmaries  which  do  not  enjoy  ac- 
commodations for  the  feparation  of  patients,  the  fame 
caufes,  tho'  afting  in  a  lefs  degree,  are  attended  with 
alarming  confequences.  "  I  am  intimately  acquainted  with 
«  a  country  Infirmary,"  Dr  Aikin  obferves,  "  remarkable 
"  for  its  neatnefs  and  excellence  of  conftruftion,  and  I 
"  have  even  there  very  frequently  feen  a  flow,  depreffing 
«'  fever,  the  ofi[spring.  of  putridity,  creep  over  the  pa- 
«  tients'  other  complaints,  become  the  principal  diforder, 
**  and  refill:  every  remedy  that  could  be  thought  of,  till 
<«  difmlffion  from  the  houfe  produced  a  fpontaneous  cure." 
Such  a  confideration  alone  points  out  the  neceflity  and 
Immanlty  of  appropriating  a  distinct  building  for  the 
reception  of  infeftious  fevers,  as  has  been  agieed  to  by 
the  governors  -of  this  charity. 

3.    Regulated  Ventilation* 

Supplies  of  frefh  air  are  elTentially  neceflary  in  every 
ward,  yet  it  fiiould  be  admitted  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the 
patients'  fears  may  not  be  alarmed,  nor  any  fymptom  of 
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their  difeafe  aggravated  by  its  falling  upon  them  in  cur- 
rents. Its  temperature  mull  alfo  be  regarded  in  the  cure 
of  difeafes.  In  the  fummer  no  artificial  means  will,  in 
general,  be  necelfary  to  render  the  air  warm  in  an  hofpital, 
and  in  this  feafon  it  may  be  admitted  '^freely.  But  dur- 
ing the  winter,  when  the  thermometer  is  under  45,  the 
ventilation  fhould  be  guarded.  Dr  Rollo,  who  has  paid 
great  attention  to  this  important  fnbje£t,  obfervee, 
*<  That  the  temperature  of  a  ward  rtiould  never  be  under 
*'  45,  nor  exceed  60  degrees  of  Fahrenheit's  thermome- 
«'  ter  ;  and  that  there  are  no  difeafes  in  a  military  hofpi- 
**  tal,  except-fome  ftates  of  fever,  in  which  a  lower  tem- 
««  perature  than  45  will  not  be  prejudicial  or  uncom- 
**  fortable.  Patients  under  peftoral  complaints,  and 
«  alfo  under  a  mercurial  procefs,  require  a  temperature 
*<  rather  above  than  below  50.  The  great  objed  in 
«<  thefe  caies,  therefore,  is  to  regulate  the  ventilation  fo 
«  that  the  temperature  fhall  not  be  diminifned,  when 
**  the  external  air  is  below  45  degrees." 

By  the  adoption  of  the  mode  of  ventilation  already- 
mentioned,  and  of  Mr  Mofer's  method  of  fupplying  the 
galleries  with  heated  atmofpheric  air,  a  free  circulation 
of  air,  and  a  prefervation  of  it  at  a  temperature  fuitable 
to  the  ftate  of  the  difeafes  of  the  patients,  will  be  readily 
obtained,  which-  cannot  fail  in  certain  cafes  to  expedite 
recovery. 

4.  Cleanlinefs^ 

In  the  new  code  of  rules  the  utmoft  attention  has  beeil- 
paid  to  effedl  cleanlinefs,  in  the  perfons  of  the  patientSj. 
in  their  bed  clothes,  and  in  their  wards  :  but,  as  an  ex- 
tenfion  of  the  building  was  not  then  agreed  to,  one  ef- 
fential  point  was  omitted.  It  is  now  propoied  to  con* 
ftruft  an  oven  and  fumigating  room;  and  that  the  clothes 
of  fuch  patients  as  are  difcovered  to  have,  vermin,  or  the 
itch,  (hail  be  baked  in  the  oven,  and  after-wards  iumi- 
gated.  *    It  will  be  nectflary  to  provide  for  fuch  pa- 

Baking  and  fumigating  the  clothes  of  persons  labouring  luider 
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tients  an  hofpital  drcfs.  From  the  want  of  i"uch_pre^ 
cautions,  the  patients  in  the  old  houfe  have  often  fufFered 
feverely. 

5.    The  Separation  of  Patients,  and  their  Divl- 
fion  and  Arrangement  according  to  Difeafe. 

This  is  the  moft  important  of  all  the  modern  improve- 
ments ;  but  owing  to  want  of  accommodations,  it  has 
not  been  adopted  in  its  full  extent,  unlefs  in  the  royal 
hofpital  at  Woolwich  ;  which  is  certainly  one  of  the  molt 
fuccefsful  inftitutions  of  its  kind  in  the  kingdom. 

In  theNewcaftle  Infirmary  the  only  divifion  of  pa- 
tients is  into  male  and  female,  who  are  of  couvfe  lodged 
in  feparate  wards.  But  when  the  new  building  is  finifli- 
ed,  and  the  old  houfe  altered  and  improved,  the  medical 
alfo  are  to  be  feparated  from  the /«r^W patients  ;  and  in 
thefe  two  divlfions,  tbcy  are  likewife  to  be  arranged  ac- 
cording to fmilarily  of  difeafe  and  wants.  For  example, 
there  are  wards  to  be  appropriated  for  hiflammation  and 
ahcefs  ;  for  fores  and  ulcers  ;  for  cafualt'ies  ;  for  inflammatory 
fevers;  for  perioral  complaints  ;  for  patients  under  a  mercu- 
rial procefs,  (necelfary  in  various  oblHnate  diftempers)  ; 
and  for  m'lfcellaneous  'complaints  requiring  fimilarity  of 
treatment. 

The  Infirmary,  when  extended  and  Improved,  will  ftill 
be  pofTeffed  of  further  advantages  ;  for  in  all  the  above 
divifions  of  difeafes,  when  a  patient's  cafe  requires  per- 
feft  qniet,  when  he  is  apt  to  difturb  others,  or  is  afRift- 
ed  with  noifome  fymptoms,  he  will  be  placed  In  a  fepa- 
rate room,  with  a  convalefcent,  or  a  nurfe. 

Although  It  Is  deemed  unneceffary  to  enter  into  a  de- 
tail of  all  the  reafons  for  the  above  divifions,  yet  it  may 
not  be  improper  to  ofFer  a  few  remarks,  with  the  view  of 

infedlious  diseases,  efFec5lually  destroys  contagion.  These  neces- 
sary processes  will  therefore  be  employed  when  accidental  contagion 
occurs.  The  materials  for  fumigation  consist  of  two  parts  of  pul- 
verised sulphur,  and  one  of  nitre. 


convincing  every  benevolent  fuppoiter  of  tin's  inftitution^ 
that  the  fafety,  and  the  lives  of  the  patients,  materially; 
depend  upon  the  accommodations  which  are  now  exe- 
cuting. 

Violent  contufions,  malignant  ulcers,  compound  frac- 
tures, and  mortification  or  gangrene,  not  only  corrupt 
the  air,  but  are,  with  great  difficulty,  nay  often  cannot 
be  cured  in  a  vitiated  atmofphere.  In  large  crowded 
wards,  where  patients,  labouring  under  fuch  diffafes, 
are  intermrngled  with  others,  a  contagious,  fever,, 
called  the  hofpital  fever,  has  often  been  generated,  which 
has  fpread  through  the  whole  houfe.  It,  however^ 
much  more  frequently  happens,  that  inftead  of  this  con- 
tagion being  generated,  the  air  becomes  only  contami- 
nated to  a  certain  degree,  fo  as,  generally,  to  deftroy  the 
patients,  who  labour  under  the  above  complaints,  and 
to  retard,  or  entirely  prevent  the  recovery  of  thofe  under, 
other  difeafes,  who  are  lodged  with  them.  Even  the 
wounds  made  by  furgeons,  in  their  neceflary  operations, 
very  often  terminate  unfortunately,  where  the  patients, 
are  crowded  and  promifcuoufly  lodged.  From  this  caufe, 
in  the  hofpltals  in  the  metropolis,  and  all  thofe  con- 
ftrudled  on  a  fimilar  plan,  the  mortality  in  confequence 
of  compound  fra£lures,  and  after  important  operations, 
is  great  to  an  alarming  degree  ;  whilft,  in  infirmaries 
with  proper  accommodations,  the  mortality,  after  fuch. 
accidents  and  operations,  is  inconliderable.  * 

*  In  the  royal  artillery  hospital  at  Woolwich,  in  simple  and 
compound  fraAures  only  one  in  tiventy-ji've  dies  ;  and  in  amputation 
ene  in  eleven.  In  the  Northampton  new  infirmary,  the  proportion 
of  deaths,  after  compound  fradlures  and  amputation,  is  only  one  in 
tiventy.  In  the  Glasgow  infirmary,  the  deaths  from  fracSlures,  are, 
one  in  tzventy  ;  and  from  amputation,  one  in  t-wel've. — Such  success 
will  astonish  every  pradlitioner  in  the  older  hospitals :  but  the 
comparative  success  is  not  in  these  acciJcnts  and  operations  greater 
than  in  diseases  in  general:  for  in  the  new  infirmary  at  Northampton,;, 
only  one  in  thirty-one  dies;  whereas  in  tke  old  hospital  one  ia  nineteen^, 
eemmurul'us  annify  iicit 
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i6.  Dlfcnfes  which  are  proper  for  Reception 
into  an  Infirniarf,  and  thoje  -which  ought  not 
40  be  received  into  it. 

THE  exprefs  defign  of  an  Infirmary  is  to  afford  relief 
•to  the  indigent  fick,  who  cannot  be  treated  with  fuccefs 
at  their  own  houfes.    It  is,  therefore,  pecuharly  calcu- 
lated  for  the  reception  of  patients  under  violent  acci- 
dents, and  difeafes  Aquiring  the  aid  of  furgery.  The 
wedical  cafes  whicli  are  moll  proper  to  be  received,  are 
tliofe  which  are  intricate  or  dangerous  in  their  nature, 
which  require  particular  attention,  which  are  capable  of 
Ipeedy  relief,  and  which  are  not  apt  to  be  aggravated 
by  confinement  in  the  air  of  an  hofpital.*  _  Under  thefe 
heads  are  comprehended  a  more  numerous  lift  of  difeafes 
than  the  Infirmary  is  capable  of  receiving.     If,  therefore, 
improper  objefts  be  received,  the  funds  of  the  charity 
will  be  injudicioufly  wafted,  and  thofe  patients  excluded, 
for  want  of  room,  whofe  difeafes-  can  only  be  treated 
with  advantage  in  the  houfe.    To  obviate  fo  great  an 
«vil,  the  phyficians  and  furgeons,  by  the  new  code  of 
rules,  are  to  be  the  fole  judges,  when  a  proper  objedl  is 
admitted,  whether  he  ftiall  be  made  an  in  or  o;i/-patient : 
and  that  patients  whofe  cafes  can  only  be  treated  with  ef- 
feftin  the  houfe  may  more  readily  find  admiflion,  no  pa- 
tient is  to  remain  in  the  Infirmary,  when  he  can  be  treated 
with  equal  advantage  out  of  it.    For  the  fame  reafon 
mnnthly  confultatwns  are  to  be  held  on  the  cafes  of  patients, 
after  they  have  been  two  months  in  the  houfe  ;  and  they 
are  to  be  immediately  difmiffed,  or  made  out  patients, 
unlefs  it  be  certified  by  the  phyficians  and  furgeons,  that 
they  are  likely  to  receive  material  benefit  from  a  longer 
■ftay. 

Having  made  thefc  general  remarks,  it  may  now  be 
proper  to  fpccify  the  difeafes  which  ought  not  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  Infirmary,  and  are  therefore  excluded  by 
the  rules  :—

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No  woman  big  with  child ;  no  children  under  fe- 
*'  ven  years  of  age,  (except  when  an  important  furgical 
"  operation  is  required)  ;  no  pei-fon  afflidled  with  infa- 
*'  nity,  labouring  under  the  nieafles,  fmall-pox,  or  infec- 
*'  tious  fevers  ;  *  afflidlcd  with  cancer  not  admitting  of 
extirpation,  or  labouring  under  fcrophula  of  a  high 
*<  taint,  (unlefs  when  fomc  important  operation  is  re- 
*<  quired)  ;  no  perfon  in  the  laft  ftage  of  confumption, 
*<  hed^ic  fever,  or  of  dropfy ;  no  perfon  afflifted  with 
"  palfy  proceeding  from  a  worn  out  conftitution,  or  from 
*'  decay  of  old  age  ;  and  no  perfon  judged  to  be  incura- 
*'  ble,  and  in  a  dying  ftate,  can  be  admitted  as  in-patients 
*'  on  any  account."  f 

The  propriety  and  neceflity  of  excluding  patients  la- 
bouring under  the  difeafes  juft  mentioned,  are  too  obvious 
to  require  any  comment.  But  no  ftate  of  fcrophula  was 
refufed  adniiffion  by  the  old  rules  ;  and  as  the  Infirmary 
has  fufFered  much  from  this  caufe,  it  will  be  proper  here 
to  enter  into  fome  explanation,  which  fliall  be  done  in 
the  words  of  the  judicious  and  experienced  Dr  Aikin  ;  — 

«  No  difeafe  fills  our  hofpitals,  efpecially  in  fome  parts 
'  of  the  kingdom,  with  fo  many  furgical  cafes  as  fcro- 
'  phula,  and  none  is  in  general  fo  improper  for  admif- 
«  fion.  When  this  virus  has  once  infefted  the  conftitu- 
«  tion,  it  is  continually  fhewing  itfelf  in  numbc.Icfs  dlf- 
'  ferent  appearances,  from  the  flighteft  glandular  tumour 
<  to  the  moft  inveterate  pulmonary  confumption,  and 
white  fwelHng  of  the  joints. 

"  Nothing  can  be  more  deplorable  than  the  condition 
«'  of  the  poor  fufferer  under  this  difeafe  in  its  worft  ftate. 

*  From  these  indispensible  restrSaions,  the  most  frequent  and 
fatal  diseases  can  receive  no  relief  at  the  Infirmary;  Tvhich  circum- 
stance gave  origin  to  the  Dispensary,  an  auxiliary  chanty,  WJich  IS 
chiefly  supported  by  the  governors  of  the  Infirmary. 

+  The  recommenders  are  requested,  in  doubtful  cases,  to  obtain 
information  from  medical  men  in  their  neighbourhood,  whether  the 
dis-ase  be  admissible,  according  to  the  rules,  before  granting  letters 
of  recommendation,  by  which  means  the  fatigue  and  expence  of  an 
unnecessary  journey  to  the  Infirmary  may  be  prevented. 
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"  I  have  feen  numbers  of  thefe  miferable  creatures,  co- 

"  vered  with  ulcers,  difabled  in  their  limbs,  and  emaci- 

"  ated  by  fuppurations  and  pulmonary  obftruftions,  ap- 

"  plying  for  admittance  into  an  hofpital,  and  received 

"  merely  from  the  forcible  commiferation  which  their 

"  wretchednefs  excited.    The  confequence  was  always 

"  uniformly  the  fame.    Pent  up  amidft  the  morbid  ef- 

"  fluvia  from  their  own  bodies,  and  thofe  of  other  pa- 

"  tients  in  the  fame  condition,  their  cough  and  hcftic 

«  increafed,  and  the  difcharge  from  the  ulcers  became 

"  more  abundant ;  and  they  either  funk  under  their 

"  complaints  in  the  hofpital,  or  obtained  a  (hort  reprieve 

"  by  returning  home  to  the  country  air." 

But  when  this  difeafe  is  not  fofar  advanced,  poor  per- 
fons  may  receive  great  benefit  as  out-patients,  efpecially 
when  they  apply  early  in  life  ;  for  by  proper  medicines, 
affifted  by  bathing  in  the  fea,  the  fcrophulous  habit  mav 
veiy  often  be  correaed,  and  the  difeafe  entirely  difap- 
pears  in  a  fecond  generation.  This  confideration  alone 
would  make  it  the  intereft  of  the  overfetrs  of  the  poor,  to 
allow  the  indigent  in  their  diftrift,  afflided  with  this  dif- 
temper,  fome  pecuniary  affiftance,  to  enable  them  to  bathe 
for  fomc  weeks,  annually,  in  the  fea  ;  for  no  other  com- 
plamt  in  this  country  forces  fo  many  to  feek  for  parochial 
relief,  and  none  leaves  fo  many  orphans  to  the  care  of  a 
parifh. 

Before  qiiitting  this  article,  of  the  admiffibility  of  par- 
t-cular  difeafes,  it  vyill  be  proper  to  take  notice  of  a  Cer- 
tain d.ftemper,  which  ori.^.inates  in  vicious  indulgence, 
l"^  T\  ''"^  '"ft^nccexclbded  under  the  old 
rules  but  which,  in  certain  cafes,  is  to  be  admitted  into 
the  Infirmary  in  future.  To  obviate  all  poffibility  of 
njifconception,  it  will  be  necelTary  to  enter  into  fome^  ex 
planation  upon  this  point :-_

c 
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the  difeafe,  too,  fo  far  advanced  as  not  to  admit  of  delay, 
or  of  a  cure,  without  confinement,  and  a  ftrift  courfe  of 
medicine.  No  pliyfician,  no  furgeon,  no  weekly  com- 
mittee, feeling  for  human  mifcry,  while  there  is  no  other 
afylum  for  fuch  fuflerers,  can  refufe  them  relief.  Sucli 
patients,  therefore,  from  the  imperious  didates  of  hu- 
manity, have  always  gained  admiffion,  though  falfe 
names  have  been  frequently  affixed  to  their  diftcmper,  to 
prevent  enquiry  into  the  violation  of  a  rule,  that  never 
ought  to  have  belonged  to  a  charity,  which  in  all  other 
ailments  extends  its  benevolence  to  the  wretched,  whether 
innocent  or  guilty. 

2.  Patients  admitted  in  accidents,  and  complaints  reqm- 
ling  the  aid  of  forgery,  as  well  as  patients  labouring  under 
medical  difeafes,  which  can  only  be  treated  with  advan- 
tage In  tbe  houfe,  are,  after  their  admiffion,  alfo  found 
not  only  to  have  this  diftemper,  but  that  It  foon  takes 
the  lead.  In  fuch  cafes  the  chanty  has  always  extended 
its  aid,  notwithftanding  the  rule  in  queflion. 

For  thefe  reafons  the  committee  for  preparing  the  tiew 
code  have  omitted  this  reflriaion,  and  have  lodged  a  dif- 
cretionary  power  in  the  hands  of  the  phyficians  and  fur- 
eeons  ;  who  will,  in  future,  when  they  admit  fuch  pa- 
iients,  enter  the  ..proper  name  of  the  difeafe';  without 
which,  accurate  regifters  and  annual  returns,  fo  ellential 
to  the  Intereits  of  the  charity,  can  never  be  regularly  kept. 

Had  the  committee  perfifled,  in  all  cafes,  to  rejea  thls 
terrible  calamity,  it  Is  conceived  that  they  would  have 
aaedunwifely,  and  contrary  to  the  dldates  ot  humanity  : 
more  efpecially  when  the  improvements,  which  are  abou. 
to  take  place,  will  allow  of  a  feparate  room_  to  ereiy  loath- 
fome  difeafe.    Mofl  of  the  Improved  hofpitals  give  Tclief 
in  fuch  cafes  ;  and  it  is  confonant  to  good  policy,  found 
"eat,  and  humanity  to  do  fo.   -  The  f  ^Pf;- J^,^ 
«  progrefs,  contaminates  the  innocent  as  well  as  the 
«  guifty,  and  extends  its  baneful  infl,^nce  to  future  ge- 
neratlons.    Even  over  the  mofl  wolhlefs  objeds,  who 
I  are  the  viaims  of  this  difeafe,  pity  fheds  the  generous 
«  7^V,Ucvhy ^oil.^^  intocumpafiion,  and  beaevolence 
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«  expands  at  the  united  pleas  of  frailty,  penltcncer-^n^ 
**  -wretchcdnefs  J"  * 

7.    Improvement  of  Medical  Scienc-e, 

The  art  of  medicine  and  fcrgery  KaSj  within  the  lafl: 
fifty  years,  derived  very  confiderable  improvements  from 
Hofpitals  and  Infirmaries.  Hence  the^utility  of  thefe  in- 
ftitutions  has  not  been  folely  confined  to  the  objefts 
which  they  relieve.  The  more  efFeftually  to  attain  fo 
defirable  an  end,  it  is  enabled  in  the  neiv  coiky  that 
Medical  Journals  fliall  be  kept  by  the  phyficians, 
and  Surgical  Journals  by  the  fnrgeons ;  and  alfo 
that  each  phyfician  and  furgeon,  fiiall,  once  in  every 
quarter  of  a  year,  dehver  to  the  apothecary,  an  account 
of  fuch  difficult  and  rare  cafes,  as  may  be  judged  worthy 
of  being  recorded  ;  and  alfo  of  inltruftive  diffeflions  and 
operations,  that  he  may  tranfcribe  them  into  proper 
books;  which  Journals  and  Books  lhall  be  preferved. 
as  the  property  of  the  Infirmary. 

With  the  farther  view  of  improving  the  medical 
fcience,  accurate  Monthly  and  Annual  Returns  of 
the  feveral  difeafes  and  operaliojis,  are  to  be  kept,  in  a 
tabular  form,  which  will,  at  one  glance,  (hew  the  fuccefs 
of  the  pradice. 

8.    Medical  Library,  and  Anatomical  Prepa- 
rations, 

Great  advantages  having  accrued  to  feveral  country 
Infirmaries,  from  the  inflitution  of  a  library,  it  has  been 
agreed  to  fet  apart  a  place  in  the  Infirmary  for  the  re- 
ception of  wf^Z/Va/ and  ywr^/crt/ books,  and  for  depofiting 
anatomical  preparations.  Thefe  are  to  be  the  permanent 
property  of  the  charity,  and  to  be  managed  by  the 
houfe-committee.  A  moiety  of  the  apprentice-fee  is  to 
be  appropriated  to  the  purchafe  of  books,  anatomical 
plates  and  pi-eparations ;  and  fubfcriptions,  donations, 

_*  Dr  Percival,  a  most  amiable  writer,  and  a  decided  friend  of 
Virtue. 
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snd  bcquefts  are  to  be  accepted.  The  library  I's  to  be 
open  to  the  governors,  the  phyficlans,  furgeons,  and  the 
pupils.  At  no  very  diftant  period,  therefore,  it  may  be 
expefted,  that  the  Infirmary  will  poflefs  a  valuable 
library,  and  a  coUeflion  of  anatomical  preparations, 
which  will  prove  of  great  advantage  to  the  inftruftion  of 
pupils,  and  to  the  phyficians  and  furgeons,  for  occafional 
reference. 

Sect.  4.  The  Finances  of  the  Irifirmary,  and  the 
Expences  likely  to  he  incurred  by  the  Improve- 
ment and  Extenfton  of  the  Building, 

FROM  legacies  and  benefadlions  the  Infirmary  now 
enjoys  a  capital  of  4,600!.  on  bonds  ;  of  loool.  on  mort- 
gage ;  of  5,5001.  3  per  cent.  confoKdated  annuities ;  of 
loool.  India  ftock  ;  and  of  a  perpetual  annuity  of  4I.  los. 
Thefe  produce  an  annual  income  of  469I.  los.  and  the 
annual  fubfcriptions  received,  upon  an  average,  for  the 
laft  five  years,  have  amounted  to  897I.  Bs.  which  give,  in 
all,  an  annual  income  of  13  661.  i8s.  But  it  is  to  be  re- 
gretted, that,  owing  to  the  advanced  price  in  every  ar- 
ticle of  houfekeeping,  the  expenditure,  for  the  laft  two 
years,  has  exceeded  the  income  fo  confiderably,  that  750I. 
has  been  taken  from  the  capital  to  Hquidate  the  debt. 

The  contraftfor  completing  the  new  building,  and  the 
eltimate  for  the  interior  improvercent  of  the  old  ho.u5j,  in- 
cluding iron  bedlleads,  water-clofetSj  and  other*-iiidifpeii- 
fable  articles,  will  amount  nearly  to  4000I. 

From  this  account  it  will  appear,  that  the  Infirmary 
will  ftill  continue  an  objeft  of  public  and  private  munifi- 
cence :  but  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that,  in  a  country  of 
increafing  population  and  commercial  importance,  where 
the  fources  of  opulence  are  various  and  abundant,  a«d 
the  feelings  of  humanity  always  awake,  an  inftitution  fo 
remarkably  calculated  to  preferve  the  fives  of  the  inferior, 
but  luduftrious  orders  of  fociety,  cannot  fail  of  meeting 
with  effedual  patronage  and  fupport. 
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VJi  of  the  original  Subfcribers  towards  building 
the  Infirmary, 

To  preferve  as  far  as  poflible  the  remembrance  of  the 
benevolence,  piety,  and  charity,  of  the  firil  inftitutors 
of  the  Infirmary,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  add  a  Hll  of 
their  names,  and  the  bencfaftions  of  ten  pounds  and  up- 
wards, extrafted  from  the  hrft  edition  of  the  Statutes 
and  Rules,  pubhfhed,  in  December,  1751.

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STATUTES 


FOR  THE 


Government  of  the  Injirmary* 


I.  PTT^HAT  this  Society  fliall  be  difh'nguinied  by 
it    the  name  and  title  of  "  The  Governors  of 
THE  Infirmary  for  the  Counties  of  Newcastle 
UPON  Tyne,  Durham,  and  Northumberland.'* 

II.  That  the  officers  of  this  Infirmary  fliall  confifl:  of 
a  grand  vifitor,  fix  prefidents,  fix  vice-prefidents,  a  trea- 
furer,  four  phyficiana,  four  furgeons,  a  houfe-furgeon, 
(who  fliall  alfo  aft  as  apothecary j  a  fecretary,  a  chap- 
lain, and  a  matron. 

III.  That  fubfcribers  of  two  guineas,  or  more,  per 
annum,  fliall  be  governors  during  their  fubfcriptwn  ;  and 
that  benefaftors  of  twenty  pounds,  or  more,  at  one  time, 
lhall  be  governors  for  life. 

IV.  That  a  general  court  of  the  governors  fliall  be  held 
four  times  in  ev^ry  year,  viz.  on  the  firfl;  Thurfcky  in 
jipril,  Julyi  OBober,  and  January,  at  eleven  -o'clock  in 
the-  forenoon,  to  receive  the  reports  of  tlie  houfe -com- 
mittee, to  infpeft  the  accounts,  and  to  tranfaft  fuch  other 
bufinefs  as  fliall  be  laid  before  it ;  and  that  an  anniverfary 
meeting  of  all  the  contributors  fliall  be  held  on  the  day 
on  which  the  high  flieriff"  of  Northumberland  fliall  meet 
his  majelty's  juflices  of  affize  for  the  northern  circuit. 

^  V.  That  a  fpecial  court  fliall  be  fummoned  at  any 
time,  v/hen  judged  neceflary  by  the  grand  vifitor,  or  any 
ane  of  the  prefidents,  or  any  two  of  the  vice-prefidents, 
or  by  the  houfe-committee,  or  by  any  fix  governors^  on  de- 
livering to  the  fecretary  a  requlfition  for  that  purpofe  5 
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and  notice  of  fuch  fpecial  court  fliall  be  inferted  In  tlic 
Newcallle  papers  on  three  days  of  publication,  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  lame  ;  in  which  nolice  the  particular 
bulinefs  for  which  the  court  is  called,  Hiali  he  fpccified. 

VT.  That  at  every  quarterly  or  fpecial  court,  .the 
grand  vlfitor,  or  In  his  abfeiice,  one  of  the  prefidents,  or 
in  their  abfence,  one  of  the  vice-prefidents,  lhall  be  chair- 
man ;  and  in  the  abfence  of  them  all,  the  majority  of  the 
governors  prefent  (hall  appoint  a  chalriyian  ;  and  that  the 
chairman  fliall  have,  befides  his  own  vote,  a  calling  vote  in 
all  cafes  where  the  votes  are  equah 


VII.  That  there  fhall  be  a  hou/e-committee,  conCifi'mg 
of  t'zvehe  ordlnaryy  and  thlriy-fix  extraordinary  members. 
That  the  twelve  ordinary  members  fhall  be  chofen  from 
the  governors  refident  in  or  near  Newcaftle  or  Gatef- 
head  ;  fix  of  whom  fhall  go  out  at  the  quarterly  court  in 
jlpril,  r8o2,  and  fix  new  members  be  chofen  in  their 
Head  :  and  that  at  ev^ry  fucceeding  general  court,  in 
Jprih  the  fix  ordinary  members  who  fliall  have  been  two 
years  in  office,  fhall  go  out,  and  fix  others  be  eleded  in 
their  ftead.  That  the  thirty-fix  extraordinary  members, 
(twelve  for  each  county)  fhall  be  appointed  at  each  quar- 
terly  court,  in  alphabetical  rotation,  from  three  diftipft 
lifts  of  the  governors  ;  that,  in  addition,  the  attendmg 
phyfician  and  furgeon  fliall  be  ojicially  members  of  this 
coinmittee  ;  and  that  all  governors  who  chufe  to  attend, 
fhall  have  voices  as  members  of  the  fame. 

¥111.  That  this  committee,  of  which  three  fhall  be 
a  quorum,  fliall  meet  at  the  Infirmary  every  Thurfday  at 
eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  admit  and  difcharge 
patients,  and  to  dlred  all  matters,  which  concern  the 
ordinary  expences  and  government  of  the  Infirrnary : 
and  that  this  important  duty  may  be  regularly  and  pro. 
perly  performed,  as  foon  as  the  ordinary  members  oi  the 
com  Jttee  are  appointed,  a  printed  letter  fliall  be  fent  by 
the  fecretary  to  each  member,  notifying  his  appointment, 
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and  con'tainJng  hiftruaJons  for  conduain^  the  ufual  pro. 
ceedings  of  the  committee.    (See  appendix.  No.  i.^ 

IX  That  the  houfe-eommittee  fliall,  at  every  week- 
ly meeting,  appoint  governors,  refident  .n  Ncwcaft  e 
•or  Gateniead,  in  rotation,  from  the  alphaoetical  hit,  to 
.^a  as  houfe-'uifitors  for  the  enfuing  week  :.  and  that  the 
fecretary  (hall  lend  to  each  vifitora  letter  acquainting  him 
•with  his  appointment,  and  the  particular  duty  he  has  to- 
perform.     ( See  appendix.  No.  2.  J 

X.  That  at  the  quarterly  court  in  April,  the  trea- 
'furer  lliall  be.  annually  chofen  out  of  the  governors. 

XI.  That  whenever  a  vacancy  fhall  occur  in  the  of- 
fice of  phyfician,  furgeon,  treafurer,  houfe-furgeon  and 
apothecary,  fecretary,  chaplain,  or  matron,  the  houfe- 
committee  lhall  direft  a  fpecial  court  to  be  fummoned  for 
filling  up  the  fame,  of  which  notice  lhall  be  given  three 
times  in.  each  of  the  Newcallle  papers. 

XII.  That  every  candidate  for  the  office  of  phyfician 
fliall,  previous  to  ihe  day  of  ek£lion,  produce  to.  the 
■houfe-comraitte,  a  certificate  of  his  degree,  or  his  diplo- 
ma :  and  that  every  candidate  for  the  ofhce  of  houfe-fur- 
geon  and  apothecary,  (hall  leave  with  the  committee,  tefti- 
monials  of  his  having  ftudied  medicine,  anatomy,  and  fur- 
gery,  and  of  his  being  acqU'iinted  with  the  general  mode 
of  hofpital  pradice.    ( See  appendix.  No.  ^.J 

XIII.  That  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  fe- 
cretary, and  matron,  may  be  fufpended  by  the  aft  of  the 
committee,  p'-ovided,  at  leaft  ei^hl  members  be  confent- 
ing  thereto  ;  but  not  removed,  except  at  one  of  the 
quarterly  courts,  or  at  a  court  fpecially  fummoned  for 
that  purpofe. 


XIV.  That  the  porter,  nurfes,  and  all  common  fer- 
"vants,  fliall  be  appointed  by  the  committee,  and  may  ,be 

Bz 
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fiirpended  at  the  difcretion  of  tlie  fame,  but  not  difplaced, 
without  the  confent  of  eight,  or  more  members. 

XV.  That  all  contejlcd  ekBions  (hall  be  determined  by 
ballot,  if  demanded  by  tnuo  or  more  governors  prefent ; 
and  that,  on  fuch  occafions,  every  fubfcrlber  of  tnuo  gui- 
neas, and  every  benefaftor  of  twenty  pounds,  at  one  pay- 
ment,  fliall  have  one  vote  ;  and  every  fubfcriber  of  ^ve 
guineas,  and  every  benefaftor  of  Jifty  pounds,  at  one  pay- 
ment, two  votes :  but  that  no  jrovernor  fhall  have  more 
than  two  votes,  nor  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy.  And 
that  no  new  governor  who  fliall"  have  paid  his  fubfcrip- 
tion,  or  benefaftion,  during  a  vacancy  of  any  office  in  the 
Infirmary,  fhall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  eleftion  for  fup- 
plying  the  fame. 

XVI.  That  all  queftions,  except  ele£^ions,  fhall  he 
decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  prefent ;  but,  on  fuch 
occafions,  no  governor  fliall  have  more  than  one  note  :  and 
that  no  governor's  vote  fhall  be  allowed  upon  any  occa- 
lion,  either  at  a  court  or  committee,  whofe  fubfcription 
is  not  paid  up  to  the  time  of  voting. 

XVII.  That  at  all  meetings,  both  of  courts  and  com- 
mittees, every  perfon  in  fpeaking,,  fliall  addrefs  himfelf  to 
the  chairman;  who  fliall  propofe  all  queftions  :  and,  . if  any 
difference  of  opinion  arife  upon  any  quefl;ion,  fuc^^'^uef- 
tlon  fliall  be  ftatedby  the  chairman,  and  determined  by  a 
majority  of  votes,  to  be  afcertained  by  dividing,  or  hold- 
ing up  of  hands,  at  the  difcretion  of  the  chairman. 
And  when  two  perfons  offer  to  fpeak  at  the  fame  time, 
the  chairman  fliall  determine  which  of  them  is  to  pro- 
ceed. 

XVIII.  That  at  every  quarterly  or  fpecial  court,  and  at 
every  committee,  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  court 
or  committee  fliall  be  read,  before  any  bufinefsis  begun  : 
and  that  at  every  court  or  committee,  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings,  together  with  the  names  of  the  governors 
prefent,  fliall  be  regiftered  by  the  fecretary. 
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XIX.  That  no  perfon  fhall  be  prefent  either  at  a 
court  or  committee,  when  any  cafe  or  claim  refpeamg 
himfelf  is  under  confideration,  except  when  his  preiencc 
is  defired  by  the  meeting. 

XX.  That  tables  of  the  rules  relating  to  the  patients 
and  fervants,  (hall  be  framed  and  hung  up  in  each  ward, 
and  publicly  read  over  every  Sunday  morning,  by  a  perfon 
in  each  ward,  appointed  for  that  purpofe  by  the  matron. 

XXI.  That  a  committee  of  three  governors  fhall  be 
appointed  at  the  quarterly  court  in  April,  to  draw  up  a 
•report  of  the  general  ftate  of  the  Infirmary,  which  fhall 
comprife  the  following  particulars,  viz.  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  and  difcharged,  a  return  of  the  cafes 
of  the  in-patients,  an  abftraft  of  the  accounts,  and  a  lift 
of  the  fubfcribers,  for  the  preceding  year  ;  which  report 
fhall  be  printed,  and  diftributed  to  each  contributor^ 
at  the  anniverfary  meeting. 

XXII.  That  none  of  the  ftatutes  of  this  Infirmary 
/hall  be  altered  or  repealed,  except  at  the  quarterly  court- 
held  in  Ocloler,  or  at  a  fpecial  court  to  be  fummoned  for 
that  purpofe  ;  of  which  quarterly  or  fpecial  court,  notice, 
fpecifymg  the  propofed  alteration  or  repeal,  fhall  be 
given  in  all  the  Newcaftle  papers,  on  three  days  of  pub- 
lication immediately  preceding  the  fame,  and  not  at  fucb 
courts  unkfs  thirty  governors  be  prefent. 
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RULES  for  the  GOVERNMENT 

OF  THE 

INFIRMARY. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

1.  THAT  all  fubfcrlbers  ftiall  pay  their  annual  fub- 
fcriptions  in  advance  to  the  treafurer  for  the  time  being  : 
and  that  all  fubfcriptions  in  each  year,  fhall  be  deemed 
to  commence  at  the  time  of  holding  the  quarterly  court 
in  ^J)ril. 

2.  That  all  annual  fubfcribers  (hall  be  confidcred  as 
*  continuing  their  fubfcriptions,  till  they  fhall  fignify  the 

contrary  by  a  letter,  addreffed  to  the  treafurer. 

3.  That  a  monitory  letter  fliall  be  fent  by  the  fecrc- 
tary  to  all  thofe  fubfcribers,  whofe  fubfcription  fhall  be 
in  arrear  two  months,  requefting  payment  of  the  fame — 
(See  appendixf  No.  4.^ 

4.  That  upon  the  death-  of  any  annual  fubfcriber, 
a  letter  fhall  be  addrelfed  to  his  or  her  reprefentative  by 
the  fecretary,  intimating  that  fuch  reprefentative  may 
continue  to  recommend  patients  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  and  alfo  requefting  a  continuance  of  the  fubfcrip- 
tion.— (See  appendix.  No,  ^.J 

5.  That  the  houfe-committee  fliall  examine,  on  the 
laft  Thurfday  of  every  month,  the  different  bills  due 
from  the  Infirmary ;  and  that  thefe  fliall  be  difcharged 
by  the  treafurer,  wiihin  one  week  after  they  have  been 
examined,  and  paffed  by  the  committee. 
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6.  That  the  committee  fhall  be  cmpovrered  to  give 
public  notice,  that  they  will  receive  propofals,  in.  writing, 
from  the  feveral  butchers,  bakers,  and  other  tradefmen, 
who  may  be  willing  to  ferve  the  Infirmary  with  provl- 
fions  and  neceflaries,  fpecifying  the  rates  and  prices  at 
which  they  will  engage  to  furnifli  their  refpedive  articles 
for  any  fpecific  time,  not  exceeding  one  year. 

7.  That  on  the  laft  Thurfday  of  every  month,,  be- 
fore the  other  bufinefs  of  the  committee  is  begun,  two 
of  the  members  fhall  go  through  and  infpeft  the  different 
wards,  the  ftore  room  and  fhop,  and  every  other  part  of 
the  Infirmary,  and  enter  their  report  of  the  ftate  of  the 
houfe  in  the  minutes  of  the  day. 

8.  That  the  phyficians  and  furgeons,  and  fuch 
governors  as  are  apothecaries,  fhall  be  requefted  by  the 
committee  to  infpeft  the  drugs  and  medicines  in  the  In- 
firmary, at  leaft  once  in  three  months  ;  to  obferve  at 
all  times  the  conduft  of  the  houfe- furgeon  and  apothe- 
cary, and  apprentices ;  and  to  report  their  remarks  to 
the  committee. 

9.  That  a  poor-box  fhall  be  fixed  In  a  convenient 
part  of  the  Infirmary,  to  which  there  fhall  be  two 
locks  of  different  conftruftions,  the  key  of  one  to  be 
conftantly  lodged  with  the  treafurer,  and  the  other  with 
the  fecretary  ;  and  that  at  the  end  of  every  year,  the 
poor-box  fhall  be  opened  by  the  com  nittee  appointed 
to  draw  up  the  annual  report,  and  the  money  contained 
in  it,  applied  to  the  ufe  of  the  Infirmary. 

10.  That  no  perfon  belonging  to  this  Infirmary 
fliall  prefume,  on  pain  of  expulfion,  to  take  any  fee,  re- 
ward, or  gratuity,  direftly  or  indireftly,  (except  fuch 
as  is  allowed  by  the  ftatutes  and  rules  of  the  charity,  or 
by  the  houfc-committee,)  for  any  fervice  done,  or  to  be 
done,  on  account  of  the  Infirmary. 
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IT.  That  an  inventory  of  the  houfehold  goods  and 
furniture  belonging  to  the  infirmary,  ftiall  be  taken  by 
the  fecretary,  and  figned  by  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, annually^  at  the  lall  meeting  of  the  committee 
preceding  the  general  court  in  Jpril :  that  this  inventory 
fhall  be  kept  by  the  fecretary,  who  fhall  deliver  a  copy 
of  it  to  the  matron:  and  that  this  inventory,  when  re- 
newed annually,  fhall  be  compared  with  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  as  well  as  with  the  account  of  fuch  goods  and 
furniture  as  {hall  have  been  purchaled  during  fuch  year. 

12.  That  the  honfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  ma« 
tron,  and  all  the  nurfes  and  fervants,  lhall  be  free  from 
the  burthen  of  children,-  and  the  care  of  a  family. 

Jdmifion, '  Bifcharge^  and  Arrangement  of 
In  -  Patients. 

13.  THAT  perfons  meeting  with  fudden  acci- 
dents, or  labouring  under  difeafes  requiring  the  imme- 
diate help  of  furgery,  fliall  be  admitted,  without  any 
recommendation,  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  and  that 
three  beds  fhall  be  always  kept  empty  for  fuch  purpoie. 

14  That  all  other  patients  fliall  make  application, 
at  the  Infirmary,  by  a  letter  of  recommendation,  figned 
bv  afubfcriber,  (whofe  fubfcription  is  paid)  on  Ihurf. 
days  only,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  in  the 
forenoon  5  and  if  they  appear  to  the  receiving  phyfician 
or  furgeon,  curable,  or  likely  to  receive  conhderable  re- 
lief  and  to  the  houfe-committee  to  be  real  objefts  ot 
chanty,  they  Hiall  be  Immediately  admitted  as  ,n  or  out- 
mtiein  ,  as  their  cafes  may  refpeaively  require,  in  the 
Snion  of  the  phyfician  or  furgeon  ;  and  fuch  patients  as 
ZW  be  thought  proper  by  the  phyficans  or  furgtons  to 
be  difcharged,  Hi  all  be  difcharged,  by  the  houfe-commit- 
tee,  on  "ThurfJays, 

,5.  That  no  woman  big  with  chHd,  no  children  under 
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fcven  years  of  age,  (except  thofe  on  whom  furgical  ope- 
rations are  to  be  performed)  no  perfons  labouring  undar 
infanity,  the  fmall  pox,  or  other  infeftious  diftempen, 
afflifted  with  cancer  not  admitting  of  operation,  con- 
fumption,  fcrofula,  or  dropfy  in  the  laft  ftage,  judged 
to  be  incurable,  or  in  a  dying  condition,  (hall  be  admitted 
in-patients  on  any  account. 

16.  That  no  perfons  fhall  be  admitted  In-patients, 
nor  remain  in  the  houfe,  if  admitted,  when  their  cafei 
are  equally  capable  of  relief  as  out-patients. 

■  17.  That  all  fubfcribers  fhall  be  at  liberty  each 
year  to  recommend  proper  objeftsin  the  following  propor- 
tions :  every  fubfcriber  of  one  guinea  per  annum  may 
recommend  one  in-patient^  or  tivo  out-patients  ;  every  fubr 
fcriber  two  guineas,Jivo  in-patients ,  or  four  out-patients  ; 
and  fubfcribers  of  larger  fums-,  in  the  fame  proportion^ 
Benefaftors  who  have,  at  one  time,  given  ten  pounds  to 
the  charity,  fhall  have  the  fame  privileges  as  annual  fub- 
fcribers of  one  guinea  ;  and  fo  in  proportion  for  greater 
benefaftions. — (For  the  form  of  a  recommendatory  letter  fee 
appendix^  No.  6.) 

18.  That  any  fubfcriber^  being  abfent  from,  the 
three  counties,  may,  by  a  note  under  his  or  he.r  hand,  deli- 
vered to  the  houfe  committee,  appoint  a  perfon,  reliding 
in  one  of  the  faid  counties,  to  recommend  proper  obje£l» 
to  the  Infirmary,  in  the  name  of  fuch  fubfcriber. 

19.  That  in  the  abfence  of  the  right  worfhlpful 
the  mayor  of  Newcaftle,  any  two  of  the  aldermen  may 
recommend  patients  for  the  corporation  ;  that  in  the  ab- 
fence of  the  governor  of  the  merchants'  company,  the 
two  wardens  may  recommend  for  the  faid  company ; 
that  in  the  abfence  of  the  governor  of  the  hoallmen's 
company,  .the  two  ftewards  may  recommend  for  the  faid 
company  ;  and  in  the  abfence  of  the=maftcr  of  the  trinity 
houfe,.  any  two  of  the  elder  brethren  may  recommead 
patients  in  his  Head. 
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2  0.  That  as  foon  as  a  patient  is  admitted,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  a  fiibfcriber,  a  letter  (hall  be 
fent  to  Inch  fiibfcriber,  notifying  whether  the  perfoii  re- 
commended has  been  received  as  an  in  or  out-patient. — 
("See  appendix,  No.  '].) 

2 1 .  That  whenever  there  is  want  of  room  in  the  In- 
firmary for  the  admiflion  of  the  whole  number  of  patients 
judged  proper,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  charity,  to 
te  made  in-patients,  preference  fhall  be  given,  in  the 
firfl  place,  to  thofe  whofe  cafes  admit  of  leafh  delay,  and 
next,  to  thofe  who  live  at  the  greateft  diftance  from  the 
Infirmary  :  and  that  proper  objefts  who  cannot  be  admit- 
•ted  in-patient's  for  want  of  room,  fhall  be  entered  in  the 
books  as  such,  and  afterwards  received  into  the  houfe  by 
the  matron,  on  the  firll  vacancy  ;  but,  in  the  mean  time,, 
they  fhall  be  treated  as  out-patients ;  and  the  recommen- 
ders  fhall  be  informed  by  letter  from  the  fecretary,  of  the 
caufe  of  delaying  the  admiflion  of  fuch  patients.-— (^5fC 
appendix t  No.  B  J 

22.  That  when  patients  arc  difcharged,  cured,, 
they  fliall  be  ilridly  enjoined  by  the  chairman  of  the 
committee,  to  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  m  their 
refpcaive  places  of  worfnip,  and  to  the  fubfcribera 
who  recommended  them  ;  to  whom  letters  fhall  alfo  be 
fent,  acquainting  them  with  the  patient's  being  diU 
Ghzr^^td.— (See  appendix,  No.  g.J 

23.  That  any  patient  guilty  of  irregularity  or 
non-attendance,  fliall  be  difcharged,  and,  (in  cafe  the 
committee  difcbarglng  fuch  patient  fliall  thmk  proper) 
fhall  be  declared  incapable  of  being  again  admitted  on 
any  recommendation  ;  and  the  recommendcr  fhall  be  ac- 
quainted ihwwxth.— (See  appendix,  No.  loj 

24.  That  all  patients  fhall  be  difcharged,  in  courfe, 
within  two  months  after  admiflion,  unlefs  their  phyh- 
«lan  or  furgeon  certify  to  the  houfe-committee  that 
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there  la  a  probability  of  tlicir  being  cured,  or  receiving 
confidcrable  relief. 

25.  That  the  medical  and  fargical  patients  (hall 
be  kept  as  much  feparated  from  each  other  as  the  cir- 
cumllances  of  the  houfe  will  permit  :  and  that  m  thefe 
two  divillons,  patients  fhall  be  arranged  m  general,  ac- 
-cording  to  fimilarity  of  difeafe. 

26.  That  in  cafes  where  quiet  is  abfolutely  ne- 
ceflary,  where  the  difeafe  becomes  noifome  to  other  pa- 
tients, or  is  of  an  infeftious  nature,  the  patient  fliall  be 
placed  in  a  leparate  room  with  a  nurfe. 

Rules  for  the  Treafurer. 

27.  That  the  treafurer  fliall  not  pay  any  fums  of 
money  belonging  to  the  Infirmary,  unlefs  by  an  order 
from  the  houfe-committee. 

28.  That  he  fliall  report  fubfcrlptlons,  benefac- 
^tlons,  legacies,   and  any  other  fums,  received  during 

the  preceding  quarter,  and  alfo  lay  a  particular  ftate  of 
the  arrears  of  fubfcrlptlons,  before  each  quarterly  court. 

29.  That  at  the  quarterly  court,  held  in  Jprtl^ 
he  fliall  give  in  a  diftinft  and  full  account  of  the  capital 
flock  ofthe  Infirmary,  and  of  his  money  traafadions,  re- 
lating to  the  charity,  for  the  preceding  year. 

Rules  far  the  Phyftciam^  Surgecns,  and  Pupils c 

30.  THAT  the  phyficlans  and  furgeons,  one  of 
each,  fliall  attend  in  rotation  every  7hurfday  at  eleven 
o'clock,  to  receive  and  examine  the  patients  recommend- 
ed by  the  fubfciibers  ;  to  certify  their  opinions  of  the  fe- 
veral  cafes  to  the  houfe-committee;  and  to  take  under 
their  care  fuch  as  fliall  be  claffed  either  as  in-patients,  or 
out-patients. 
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31.  That  two  of  the  phyficians,  and  two  of  the 

furgeons,  fliall  attend  every  Monday  at  eleven  o'clock,  to 
vifjt  their  rcfpeftive  in-patients,  and  to  prefcribc  for  their 
refpcftive  out-patients ;  and  that  the  other  two  phylici- 
ans  and  two  furgcoiis  (hall  perform  the  fame  offices  for 
their  refpeftive  in  and  out-patients  every  Wednefday^  at 
eleven  o'clock  ;  and  that  they  fliall  leave  with  the  hoiife- 
furgeon  and  apothecary,  a  lift  (to  be  given  to  the  com- 
mittee) of  fuch  in-paticnts  as  are  proper  to  be  difcharged, 
and  alfo  of  thofe  whofe  cafes  may  allow  of  their  being 
treated  with  equal  advantage  as  out-patients. 

32.  That  each  phyfician  and  furgeon  fliall  vffit 
his  refpedlive  patients  at  fuch  times,  and  as  often  as  he 
(hall  judge  it  neceffary,  or  fliall  have  notice  of  any  fuddeu 
emergency  frum  tlie  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary. 

33«  That  the  particular  diet  of  the  patierrts  fhall 
be  exprefsly  ordered  by  their  refpeftivc  phyficiao,  or 
furgeon. 

34.  That  the  phyficians  fliall  have  the  liberty 
of  taking  pupih^  to  be  inftru£ted  in  phyfic,  and  receiving 
from  them  a  fatisfaftory  gratuity  ;  but  that  the  pupils 
(hall  not  be  fufFered  to  prefcribe. 

35.  That  the  furgeons  fliall  be  allowed  to  have 
pupils  and  apprentices  to  attend  the  Infirmary,  awl  that 
they  fliall  be  permitted  to  take  money  for  the  improving 
fuch  pupils  or  apprentices ;  but  that  neither  pupils  nor 
apprentices  fhall  attempt,  under  pain  of  immediate  ex- 
pulfion,  to  perform  any  operation,  except  bleeding, 
making  a  seton,  or  cutting  an  Ifl"ue,  nor  even  thefe  ope- 
rations, unlefs  by  order  of  one  of  the  furgeons;  and  that 
they  fliall  not  prefume  to  drefs,  or  take  off  any  dreflings, 
unlefs  one  of  the  furgeons  be  prefent,  or  by  his  dlreaion. 

36.  That  the  pupils  of  the  phyficians  fhall  be 
allowed  to  be  prefent  at  furglcal  operations,  and  at  the 
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dreffing  of  the  patients  ;  and  that  the  pupils  of  furgeons 
fliall  be  allowed  to  attend  the  phyficians  in  taking  re- 
ports, and  whilft  vifiting  the  patients. 

37.  That  each  phyfician  or  furgeon,  whofe  bufinefs 
or  indifpofition  fliall  prevent  him  from  attending  at  the 
Infirmary,  fliall  engage  one  of  his  colleagues  to  fupply 
his  place  regularly  during  his  abfence. 

38.  That  no  phyfician,  furgeon,  or  apothecary,  not 
duly  eledled  by  the  governors  to  attend  the  Infirmary, 
fliall  be  admitted,  on  any  pretence,  to  examine  the 
patients. 

39.  That  in  mixed  cafes,  that  is,  fuch  as  are  partly 
medical  and  partly  chirurgical,  the  phyficians  and  fur- 

•  geons  fliall  mutually  confult  together,  and  be  afrifl;ing  tq 
each  other. 

40.  ^  That  the  furgeons  fliall  not  attempt  to  make  any 
alteration  In  the  dreffings,  &c,  of  each  other's  patients, 
but  by  agreement :  and  that  no  apprentice  nor  pupil  fliall 
prefunie  to  be  in  the  Infirmary  after  dreffing  hours,  except 
called  in  cafes  of  necefiity. 

41.  That  the  furgeons  fliall  drefs  the  in-patients  every 
morning,  before  eleven  o'clock  ;  and  no  out-patients  fliall 
be  drefled  (unlefs  in  cafes  of  the  utmoft  neceffity)  who 
do  not  attend  at  the  Infirmary,  on  the  ftated  mornings, 
at  the  hours  appointed. 

42.  That  the  two  attending  phyficians  and  fur^reons, 
on.  the  firft  Monday  of  every  month,  and  the  other 
two  attending  phyficians  and  furgeons,  on  the  firft  ^eJ^ 
nefday  every  month,  fliall  take  a  review  of  all  their 
relpeftive  patients,  who  have  remained  two  months  and 
upwards  m  the  Infirmary,  and  fliall  hold  a  confultation 
to  determine  on  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  difcharp- 
ing  them  :  and  to  eftablifli  this  review  on  a  conftant  and 
regular  plan,  a  book,  containing  a  lift  of  patients  who 
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Kave  been  two  months  in  the  Infirmary,  fliall  be  prefent- 
cd  on  the  firfl  Monday  and  WednefJay  of  every  mouth 
to  the  attending  phyficians  and  furgcons,  who  (hall  enter 
their  opinions  rtfpeAively,  whether  the  patients  ought 
to  be  retained,  made  oiit-patitnts,  or  be  difcliarge<l  : 
and  that  fuch  reviews  and  confukationsr fliall  be  regularly 
held. 

43.  That  no  important  operation  (except  on  parti- 
cular  emergencies)  fliall  be  performed  in  the  Infirmar)-, 
without  a  previous  confultation  of  all  -the  phyficians  and 
Xurgeons  belonging  to  the  Infirmary. 

44.  That  no  perfons,  except  the  phyficians,  furgeons, 
kouie-furgeon  and  apothecary,  pupils  and  apprentices, 
■{hall  be  admitted  to  fee  the  operations  m  the  Infirmary^ 
without  the  permiffion  of  the  operator. 

4.e  That  there  fliall  be  a  medical  journal  provided 
for  the  phyficians,  and  a  furgical  journal  for  the  furgeons; 
and  each  phyfician,  and  furgeon,  fliall  dehver  to  the 
houfe.furgeon  and  apothecary,  once  in  every  quarter  of 
a  year,  an  account  of  fuch  difficult  and  dangerous  cafes, 
as  may  be  judged  worthy  of  being  recorded  ;  and  alfo  of 
X aive^dileaions  and  operations,  that  they  may  be 
tranfcribed  into  the  faid  journals  refpeftively  ;  which 
Lunials  fliall  be  preferved  as  the  property  of  the  Infir- 
Sy,  and  be  open  only  to  the  phyficians  and  fur-gcou.

^f,     THAT  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary  flian 
affif  two™ctets  to.each  Pf-'s  bed  ;  one^^  p^^^^^^^^^ 
the  name  of  tl^^  P^^tient   and  the  date  o   ad  _ 
gether  with  the  name  of  the  P]>y[--"'^XS^  pre- 
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deliver  to  the  matron  every  day,  a  lift  of  fuch  patients 
as  arc  ordered  to  be  put  upon  any  other  diet  than  the 
common  diet  of  the  houfe. 

47.  That  he  fliall  caufe  the  names  of  the  patients^ 
in  each  ward,  to  be  called  over  every  morning  and  even- 
ing;  and  that  he  fhall  enter  in  the  houfe-vilitor's  book,, 
■the  names  of  thofe  patients  who  are  abfent,  or  who  have, 
in  any  refped,  tranfgreffed  the  rules  of  the  Infirmary. 

48.  That  he  Hiall  go  into  the  wards  every  morning, 
and  enquire  into  the  ftate  of  the  health  of  the  refpcdtive 
patients  ;  .whether  the  medicines  prefcribed  l>ave  been 
taken,  and  what  effeft  they  have  had  :  and  that  he  (hall 
make  a  report  of  the  fame  to  the  phyficians  and  fur- 
geone,  at  the  time  of  their  attendance. 

49.  That  he  fliall  make  a  weekly  report  to  the  houfe- 
committee,  of  all  the  accidents  which  have  been  received 
into  the  houfe  in  the  courfe  of  the  preceding  week  ;  and 
of  the  number  of  beds  which  are  vacant  in  each  ward  ; 
and  alfo  that  he  lhall  prefent  the  weekly  lill  of  the  in- 
patients,, who  are  proper  to  be  difcharged.  ( See  Rule  3 1 

50.  That  he  fhall  prefent  the  book,  containing  the 
names  and  difeafes  of  the  patients  who  have.been  two 
months  and  upwards  in  the  houfe,  to  the  attending  phy- 
frcians,  and  furgeons,  on  the  firft  Monday  and  Wednefday 
of  every  month;  and  to  the  committee  on  the  firft  Thurs- 
day of  every  month. — (See  Rule  42-/ 

51.  That  he  {hall  not  praftife  as  a  furgeon  or  apo- 
thecary, out  of  the  houfe,  nor  attend  any  other  bufmefs 
than  that  of  the  Infirmary. 

52.  ^  That  he  fhall  take  care  of  the  fhop  utenfils,  and 
medicines,  and  fee  that  none  of  them  be  wafted,  fpoiled, 
or  enabezzledj  and  that  he  ftiall  make  up  and  deliver 

C3 
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out  the  medicines,  according  to  the  direftlons  of  the 
phyficians  and  furgcons. 

53.  That  he  (hall  provide  drugs  and  chemical  prepa- 
rations, and  other  articles  necefl'ary  for  the  fhop,  by  the 
direction  of  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  ;  and  that  he 
ihall  deliver  an  account  of  the  fame,  with  bills  of  ex- 
pence,  to  the  houfe-commitlee,  at  Icaft  once  in  evtry 
quarter  of  a  year. 

54.  That  he  fliall  be  at  due  pains  to  procure,  in 
their  feafon,  fuch  medical  plants  as  are  ufed  in  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Infirmary,  and  preferve  them  in  a  proper 
manner. 

5 5.  That  he  fliall  never  be  abfent  from  the  Infirmary, 
on  any  account,  above  two  hcurs  together,  nor  for  any 
lefs  time,  without  acquainting  the  matron  where  be  is 
to  be  found ;  that  he  fliall  be  always  in  the  Infirmary  at 
the  time  when  the  phyficians  or  furgeons  attend  there  ; 
that  he  fliall  be  at  home  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  at 
lateft,  and  not  lie  out  of  the  houfe,  without  fpecial  leave 
from  two  members  of  the  houfe-committee  ;  that  in  fuch 
cafe,  or  in  ficknefs,  he  fliall  appoint  another  apothecary, 
who  fliall  be  approved  of  by  the  phyficians  and  furgeons, 
to  officiate  in  his  place  ;  and  that  he  fliall  obferve  all 
thefe  things  on  pain  of  difmiflion. 

56.  That  every  medicine  which  is  difpenfed  fliall 
have  the  name  of  the  patient,  and  the  manner  of  ufing 
It,  affixed  to  the  containing  phial,  pot,  &c.  and  that 
thefe  direaions  fliall  be  continued,  however  frequently 
the  medicine  be  repeated. 

57.  That  he  fliall  aft  as  clerk  to  the  phyficians  and 
furcreons;  that  he  fliall  make  out  comprehenfive  monthly 
^xl  annual  returns  of  the  feveral  difeafes  of  the  patients, 
and  of  the  operations  that  have  been  performed ;  and 
tiiat  he  fliall  tranfcribe  medical  and  furgtcal  cafes,  &c 
into  the  journals.    ( See  Rule  45  J 
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58.  That  he  fhall  give  notice  in  writmg,  every  Wed- 
tiffihy,  to  the  phyfician  and  furgeon,  whofe  turn  it  is  to 
receive  patients  on  the  Thurfday  :  and  that  when  a  con- 
fiiltation  is  to  be  held,  or  an  operation  to  be  performed, 
he  fhall  alfo  give  previous  notice  thereof  to  the  phyficians 
and  furgeons. 

59.  That  previous  to  any  apprentice  being  taken, 
his  name  lhall  be  entered  in  the  minute  book  by  the 
hdufe-comniittee  at  leaft  two  months  beiore  he  be  articled, 
to  give  time  for  enquiry  ;  and  that  he  fhall  not  be  ar- 
ticled till  he  has  refided  in  the  Infirmary  for  three 
months,  when,  if  all  parties  approve,  he  fhall  be  bound, 
at  his  own  expence,  to  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary 
for  the  time  being,  (but  liable  to  ferve  any  other  houfe- 
furgeon  and  apothecary  that  may  be  chofen  in  cafe  o£ 
vacancy)  for  a  term  of  not  lefs  than  five  years:  that  the 
houfe  fhall  provide  him  with  board  and  lodging;  thati'- 
the  apprentice-fee  fhall  be  one  hundred  and  twenty  gui-. 
iieas;  one  half  of  which  fum  fhall  paid  to  the  houfe- 
furgeon  and  apothecary  for  the  time  being,  by  the  hands 
of  the  treafurer;  the  other  half  fhallbe  appropriated  to  the 
.parchafe  of  books  for  : the  library;  f/ee  Rule  loO.) 
that  the  apprentice-fee  fhall  be  paid  by  three  inflalments 
to  the  treafurer,  one  third  part  thereof  at  binding  the 
apprentice,  another  third  part  thereof  at  the  end  of  one 
year  after  binding,  and  the  remaining  third  part  thereof 
at  the  end  of  the  fecond  year  after  fuch  binding :  the 
treafurer  fliall  pay  one  moiety  of  each  inflalment  to  the 
houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary  for-  the  time  being,  and 
the  other  moiety  of  each  inflalment  fhall  te  appropriated-u 
to  the  ufe  of  the  library,  .

Rules  for  the  Secretary, 

60.  THAT  the  fecretaiy  fliall  be  prefent  at  every 
court  and  every  meeting  of  the  houfe-coinmittce,  to 
minute  down  the  proceedings. 

61.  Ttiat  he  (hall  keep  the  books  in  a  methodical 
manner,  and  be  always  ready  to  produce  them  to  the 
governors. 

62.  That  he  fliall  take,  annually,  an  inventory  of  the 
houfehold  goods  and  furniture  as  direfted  in  rule  i  ith. 

63.  That  he  fliall  keep  a  book,  and  enter  therein, 
all  fuch  ftatutes  and  rules,  as  fliall  be  repealed  or  altered, 
and  alfo  all  fuch  new  ftatutes  and  rules,  as  fliall  be  made 
for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Infirmary,  in  order  that 
the  governors  may  infpedl  them  when  occafion  requires. 


Rules  for  ths  Matron,  which  are  hung  up  in 

her  Roonu 

64.  THAT  the  matron  fliall  take  care  of  all  the 
houfehold  goods  and  furniture  according  to  the  inventory 
given  her  ;  and  that  flie  fliall  always  be  ready  to  produce 
an  account  thereof  when  required :  that  flie  fliall  care- 
fully fuperintend  the  management  of  the  Infirmary  m 
every  particular,  in  her  department,  and  fee  that  it  be 
conduded  with  the  greateft  regularity  and  ceconomy. 

65.  That  flie  fliall  examine,  weigh,  and  meafure  all 
the  provifio-ns  and  ftores,  which  are  brought  into  the  houfe,. 
to  afcertain  their  quantity  and  quality,  as  a  check  upoa 
thofe  who  furnifli  them;  that  flie  ftiall  keep  a  daily  ac- 
count thereof  to  be  given  to  the  committee  every  Thuri- 
dav  ;  that  flie  fliaU  never  fulfer  any  provifions  to  be  earn- 
cd  out  of  the  houfe  ;  that  flie  fliaU  keep  the  key  of  the 
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ftore  rooms  and  deliver  fucli  a  limited  quantity  of  pro- 
villons  or  (lores  at  once  as  fhall  enable  her  to  know  that 
it  is  confumed  by  the  chaiity  only;  and  that  (he  (hall 
never  fu(Fer  any  perfon  to  have  accefs  to  the  provifions  or 
ftores  without  being  herfelf  prefent,.  in  order  that  none 
may  be  purloined. 

66.  That  (he  (hall  vifit  the  wards  and  fmaller  apart- 
ments every  day,  and  take  care  that  thefe,  together 
with  the  beds,  cloaths,  linen,  &c.  be  kept  neat  and 
clean  :  and  that  every  in-patient  have  clean  (hects,  when- 
admitted,  and  that  they  be  changed  every  fourteen  days, 
or  oftener,  if  neceffary. 

67.  That  (he  (hall  keep  a  diet  book  agreeably  to  the 
lift  given  her  by  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  by 
which  the  number  of  patients  on  each  kind  of  diet  may 
be  known,  and  the  expenditure  of  provifions  may  appear 
as  diftinftly  as  poflible, 

68.  That  (he  (hall  be  careful  that  each  patient  have 
the  diet  prefcribed,  that  the  cook  prepare  it  properly, 
that  it  be  fervcd  at  a  regular  ftated  hour,  and  that  none 
of  it  be  wafted  ;  and  that  (he  fliall  take  care  that  no 
liquors  nor  provifions  be  brought  into  the  honfe  to  the 
patients,  from  their  families,  nor  from  any  perfon  what- 
foever. 

69.  _  That  (he  (hall  treat  the  patients  with  good  nature 
and  civility,  and  never  fu{Ter  any  degree  of  infolence  or 
negleft  in  the  fervants,  towards  them,  to  pafs  unnoticed. 

70.  That  (he  (hall  not  employ  any  patient  in  the 
work  of  the  houfe,  without  firft  obtaining  leave  from  his 
or  her  phyfician  or  furgeon. 

71.  That  when  the  weather  is  fine,  (he  (hall  order  a 
certain  number  of  the  mattrafl'es,  fiicets,  blankets,  and 
quilts,  of  every  bed  in  the  wards,  in  rotation,  to  be 
hung  over  a  line  in  the  court  yard,  till  thev  be  well  aired ; 
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that  fuch  a  quantity  of  the  bedding  in  ufe  Hiall  be  cx* 
pofed  in  fiicceflion,  as  that  the  whole  may  be  purified  in 
the  fpace  of  fourteen  days  ;  and  that  this  neceflary  work 
may  be  done  without  confnfion,  and  with  expedition,  the 
following  regulations  fhall  be  obferved  : — ift,  That  the 
mattrafs,  fheets,  blankets,  and  quilt  'of  each  bed  ftiall 
have  a  numerical  mark,  correfponding  with  that  of  the 
bed  to  which  they  belong.  2dly,  That  fuch  patients  as 
have  permifGon  from  their  phyiician  or  furgeon,  fhall  af- 
fift  in  carrying  down  and  bringing  back  the  beddmg. 
3dly,  That  the  nurfes  fhall  fuperintend  and  direft  thisbu- 
fihefs. 

72.  That  {he  fhall  be  refponfible  for  the  condud  of 
the  nurfes  and  fervants,  and  take  particular  care  that 
they  pundually  clean  the  wards,  as  direfted  in  rules  83 
and  86,  and  that  they  pay  great  attention  to  the  bedding 
and  linen  of  the  patients,  and  execute  the  dirtftions  con- 
tained in  rule  85. 

73.  That,  in  cafe  of  regleft,  or  improper  behaviour, 
in  the  nurfes  or  fervants,  fiie  fhall  enter  a  complaint  a- 
gainfl  them  in  the  houfe-vifitor'sbook,  which  Ihall  be  laid 
before  the  committee. 

74.  That  fhe  fhall  take  care  of  the  keys  of  the  houfe, 
and  fee  that  the  outer-gate  be  always  locked  at  nme  in 
the  evening,  and  not  opened  before  feven  ni  the  morning, 
from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  and  locked  at  ten  in  the 
evening,  and  not  opened  before  fix  in  the  morning,  irom 
Lady-day  to  Michaelmas. 

7 r .  That  fhe  fhall  take  care  that  all  patients  who  are 
able,  do  regularly  attend  divine  fervice  in  the  chapel  ; 
and  that  flie  fhall  appoint  a  proper  perfon  in  each  ward 
publicly  to  read  over,  every  Sunday  morning,  the  rule, 
which  relate  to  the  patients  and  nurfes. 
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Rules  for  the  Nttrfes  and  other  Servants,  which 
are  framed,  and  hung  up  in  every  Ward, 

76.  THAT  the  nurfes,  and  other  fervants,  filall  obey 
the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  and  the  matron,  as 
their  mafter  and  miftrefs  ;  that  they  fhall  behave  with 
civihty  and  refpedl  to  ftrangers,  and  that  they  fhall  with- 
draw whenever  the  houfe-vifitors  enter  the  wards, 

77.  That  the  nurfes  fhall  punftually  obey  the  orders 
of  the  phyficians  and  furgeons,  and  behave  with  tender- 
nefs  to  all  the  patients ;  and  if  any  patient  fhall  not 
obferve  the  rules  hung  up  in  the  wards,  or  otherwife 
mifbehave,  the  nurfe  fhall  complain  immediately  to  the 
houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  or  the  matron,  and'  if  the 
complaint  be  not  properly  attended  to  by  them,  fhe  fhall 
inform  the  houfe-vifitors,  or  the  houfe-committee. 

•  78.  That  the  nurfes  fhall  punftually  adminifter  the 
medicines  prefcribed  by  the  phyficians  and  furgeons,  ac- 
cording to  the  dire&Ions  given  by  the  houfe-furgeon  and 
apothecary  ;  and  that  they  fhall  be  particularly  attentive 
to  carry  back  as  foon  a&  pofSble  all  empty  phials,  &c.  in- 
to the  fhop. 

79-.  That  the  nurfes  fhall  be  very  attentive  to  the 
ftate  and  symptoms  of  the  patients,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  able  to  report  them  diftinftly  to  the  phyficians, 
furgeons,  or  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary  ;  and  if  any 
threatening  fymptoms  conie  on,  that  they  fhall  inftantlf 
give  notice  to  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  that  the 
phyficians  or  furgeons  under  whofe  care  the  patients  are, 
may  be  fpeedily  apprized  of  it. 

80.  That  the  nurfes  fhall  take  care  to  prevent  the  pa- 
tients who  are  fufificiently  able  to  fit  up,  from  lying  dowa 
in  their  beds  v/ith  their  clothes  on. 
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81.  That  the  nurfes  (hall  be  particularly  careful  that 
none  of  the  patients  receive  from  their  friends,  or 
conceal  about  their  beds,  viduals  or  liquors  of  any  kind  j 
and  likevvife  that  no  portion  of  the  provifions,  &c  belong- 
ing to  the  houfc,  be  conveyed  out  of  the  Infirmary  ;  that 
upon  the  difcovery  of  any  patient  bein^  guilty  of  receiv- 
ing improperly,  giving,  or  carrying  away  vidtuals  or  li- 
quors, they  ftiall  not  negle.dt  to  acquaint  the  matron;, 
.and  that  they  fliall  not  admit  any  llranger  or  other  vifitor 
into  the  wards,  without  leave  of.  the  iioufe-furgeon  and 
apothecary,  or  the  matron. 

82.  That  any.  nurfe  who  fhall  connive  at  patients 
leaving  their  wards,  or  being  abfent  from  the  Infirmary, 
without  permiflion  from  their  phyficians  or  furgeons,  or 
the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  and  fhall  not  make  a. 
report  to  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary  of  fuch  pa- 
tients being  miffing,  (hall  be  difcharged  from  the  houfe. 

83.  That  the  nupfes  (hall  clean  their  refpeftivc  wards 
ajid  rooms  with  foap  and  warm  water,  or  ley,  twice  ra 
every  vs^eek,  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  from 
the  firft  of  March  to  the  firft  of  Odlober  ;  and  before 
nine  o'clock  in  the.  morning,  from  the  firft.of  0£^ober  to 
the  liril  of  March;  and  that  they  fliall  mop  their  refpec- 
tive  wards  once  every  weekt  on  an  intermediate  day,  before, 
the  fame  hours,  and  keep  the  wards  clean  iwept  in 
the  mean  time  ;  and  that  no  fand  (hall  be  ufed  on  any 
account,  > 

84.  That  the  nurfes  (hall  fcald  the  chamber-pots 
every  morning,  and  fcour  them  twice  a  week,  and  that 
they  (hall  allow  no  chamber-pot  to  remain  in  the  wards- 
during  the  day,  except  in  cafes  of  neceffity. 

85.  That  the  nurfes  (hall  pay  great  attention  to  the 
hedi  andhnen  of  the  patients,  and  particularly  obferve  the 
following  direaions  :— I  ft,  That  whenever  a  patient  is 
difcharged,  the  bed  and  mattrafs  (hall  be  expofed  to  the 
open  ,  air,  and  where  circuraftances  require  it,  the  bed 
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ifhaU  be  new  ftuffed,  and  the  blankets,  bed-linen,  anS 
quilts  iliall  be  waflied.  2dly,  That  the  (heets  of  patients 
remaining  for  a  length  of  time  in  the  houfe  fiaall  be 
changed  once  a  fortniglvt,  or  oftener,  if  neceffary  ;  the 
rcll  of  the  bed-clothes  once  in  two  months ;  and  when 
the  patients  have  fores,  once  a  month,  gdly,  That  the 
fhirts  of  the  patients  fl)all  be  changed  once  in  four  days, 
and  their  nightcaps  and  ftockings  once  a  week,  or 
oftener,  if  neceffary.  4thly,  That  no  fouUinen,  or  bed- 
clothes, fhall  be  fuffered  to  remain  in  the  wards,  but 
fhali  be  immediately  taken  to  the  wafh-houfe,  and  the 
matron  informed,  that  (he  may  give  orders  for  their 
being  properly  waHied. 

86.  That  in  each  ward,  during  the  day,  the  niirfes. 
fhall  keep  one  window  open,  or  more,  according  as  the 
changes  of  the  feafon,  and  the  flate  of  the  weather  may 
permit,  and  agreeably  to  the  direftion  of  the  phyficians, 
furgeons,  or  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary  ;  and  that 
they  fhall  not  fuffer  any  dirt,  rags,  or  tow  to  remain  in 
the  wards,  nor  any  clothes  to  be  hung  out  at  the  windows. 

Sy.  That  when  any  patients  die  in  the  houfe,  the 
nurfes  fhall  immediately  deliver  up  all  their  effed^s  to  the 
matron. 

N.  B.  Such  nurfes  as  do  not  JirlUly  obey  thefe  ruki  Jhall 
be  difcharged  from  the  fervice  of  the  houfe. 

Rules  for  the  In-PatientSj  which  are  framed  and 
hung  up  in  every  ward* 

SR.  THAT  the  patients  fhall  punftually  obfsrve  the 
direftions  of  their  refpeftive  phyficians,  furgeons,  and 
alfo  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  and  the  matron 
and  nurfes. 

89.  That  no  patients  fhall  go  out  of  the  Infirmary 
without  leave  from  their  refpedlive  phyficians,  furgeons,  or 
■the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  or  lie  out  of  the  houfe 
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during  tlie  night  on  any  account,  on  pain  of  expulfion  ; 
and  that  no  patient  fliall  introduce  or  admit  any  vifitor 
intQ  the  houfe,  without  leave  from  the  houfe-furgeon  and 
apothecary,  and  the  matron,  on  any  pretence  whatever. 

90.  That  no  patients  fliall  fit  up  after  nine  o'clock  at 
latell  in  the  winter,  nor  after  ten  o'clock  at  lateft  in  the 
fummer  ;  and  that  all  patients,  who  are  judged  able  by 
their  rcfpeftive  phyficians  or  furgeons,  fhall  rife  by  feven 
in  the  fummer,  and  by  eiglit  in  the  winter. 

91.  That  no  men-patients  (liall  go  into  the  women's 
wards,  nor  women-patients  into  the  men's  wards  ;  and 
that  no  patients  fliall  go  from  their  own  to  any  other 
ward  or  apartment  without  leave  from  the  houfe-furgeon 
and  apothecary,  or  the  matron. 

92.  That  the  patients  fliall  be  decent  and  regular  In 
their  conduft;  that  they  fliall  never  curfe,  fwear,  nor 
ufe  any  improper  language,  on  pain  of  being  difcharged, 
if  they  do  not  amend  after  the  firft  admonition. 

93.  That  fuch  of  the  patients  as  are  confidered  able 
by  their  refpeftive  ph'yficians,  or  furgeons,  fliall  affift  the 
nuvfes  and  other  fervants  in  nurfing  the^  other  patients, 
wafliing  and  ironing  the  linen,  and  in  doing  fuch  other 
bufinefs  as  the  matron  fliall  direft. 

94.  That  no  patient  fliall  prefume  to  play  at  cards 
or  dice,  or  any  other  game,  nor  fmoke  or  chew  tobacco 
in  the  wards  of  the  Infirmary. 

9  c.  That  the  patients  fliall  every  morning  wafti  their 
hands  and  faces ;  ami  that  all  thofe  who  do  not  ufe  the 
warm  or  cold  bath,  fliall  have  their  feet  waflied  every 
Thurfday  evening. 

96  That  the  patients  fliall  not  cut,  fcratch,  or  drive 
nails  Into  the  walls  of  the  houfe,  windows,  bedfteads,  or 
other  furniture,  or  vs'afte  the  fraaUeft  matter  belonging  to 
the  charity. 
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■97-  That  the  patients  fiiall  not  give  any  reward  or 
gratuity  of  any  kind  to  any  nurfe  or  other  perfon  belong- 
ing to  the  Infirmary. 

98.  That  if  any  patient  be  taken  ill  in  the  niglit  fo 
as  to  need  the  attendance  of  the  houfe-fnrgeon  and  apo- 
thecary, he  fliall  defire  any  othei*  patient,  who  is  able,  to 
call  up  one  of  the  nurfes,  who  fhall  inform  the  houfc-fur- 
geon  and  apothecary,  without  delay. 

N.  B.  Such  of  the  patients  as  do  not  exadly  conform  to 
thefe  rules JJoall  have  the  dif grace  of  being  dif charged  for  ir- 
regularity ;  and,  being  fo  difcharged,  JJjall  never  be  admitted 
again  by  any  recommendation  whatever. 

Library, 

99.  That  the  library  ^lla]I  confift  of  medical,  chirur- 
.gical,  and  anatomical  books  and  plates. 

100.  That  a  moiety  of  the  apprentice-fee  (fee Rule  59 ) 
fhall  be  appropriated  to  the  purchafe  of  books  and  anato- 
mical preparations;  and  that  fubfcriptions,  donations, 
and  bequefls  fhall  be  accepted. 

lor.  That  no  books  fhall  be  purchafed,  but  fuch  as 
fliall  be  recommended  to  the  houfe-committee  by  a  majo- 
rity of  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  of  the  Infirmary. 

102.  That  the  library  fhall  be  open  to  the  governors, 
and  to  the  medical  and  chirurgical  attendants  on  the  In- 
firmary,  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  till  four  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon. 

103.  That  the  anatomical  preparations  fhall  be  depo- 
fited  m  proper  cafes,  the  keys  of  which  fliall  be  kept  by 
the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary. 
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I04«  That  the  books  fhall  be  numbered,  and  a  cata- 
logue taken  and  kept  by  the  huufe-furgeon  and  apotlie- 
'caiy. 

105.  That  the  books  fhall  be  lent  out  to  the  phyfi- 
•clans  and  ftirgeons  of  the  Iiilirmary  only  ;  and  not  to 
them  unlefs  they  ftiall  fubfciibe  one  guinea  annually  to 
the  library. 
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RULES  OF  PROFESSIONAL  CONDUCT 

TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY 

The  physicians  and  SURGEONS. 


To6.  THE  phyficlans  and  furgeons  fhall  minider  to  tHe 
fick,  with  due  impreffions  of  the  importance  of  their  of- 
fice ;  reflefting  that  the  eafe,  the  health,  and  the  lives  of 
thofe  committed  to  their  charge,  4epend  on  their  fkill, 
attention,  and  fidelity.  They  fhall  ftudy,  alfo,  in  their 
deportment,  fo  to  unite  tendernefs  with  fteadinefs,  and 
condefcenfion  with  authority,  as  to  infpire  the  minds  of 
their  patients  with  gratitude,  refpeft,  and  confidence. 

107.  The  certification  of  the  ¥miflibility  of  difeafes,. 
and  the  claffification  of  proper  objefts,  under  the  diftindl 
heads  of  out  and  in-pattentSy  are  the  fole  province  of  the 
phyficlans  and  furgeons.  This  is  a  very  interefting,  but 
not  unfrequently,  a  very  painful  taflc  :  for  it  often  hap- 
pens, that  thofe  patients  who  are  mofh  importunate  to  be 
received  into  the  houfe,  and  whofe  cafes  excite  the  great- 
eft  companion,  are  the  mofl:  improper  objefts  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  it,  on  account  of  the  particular  nature  of  their 
diftempers.  That  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  maypei- 
form  this  duty,  with  the  utmoft  advantage  to  the  pa- 
tients refpeftively,  the  following  axioms,  which  are  the 
refult  of  experience,  fliall  be  aifumed  for  direfting  their 
judgment, 

I  ft,  That  difeafes  requiring,  and  heing  capable  of  fpeedy 
relief,  are  the  mojl  proper  to  be  received  into  an  Infirmary  ; 
hecaufe  it  is  the  intention  of  fuch  an  irjlitulion  to  relieve  as  great 
a  number  of  patients  as  pofible,  in  quick  fucceffion  j  and  alfo 
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bcaufe  the  inlred  difeafe  of  hofpitah  will  almoj  InevUably 
.creePy  ttifome  degree,  upon  one  -who  continues  a  long  time  in 
themy  but  will  rarely  attach  one  uuhofe  Jlay  isjhort. 

2clly,  That  clifeafesf  particularly  requiring  the  fuperinten- 
dance  oj JJulfid pcrfons ,  either  on  account  of  their  acute  and 
dangerous  n^2/wn?,  or  of  any  fingularity  or  intricacy  attend- 
tng  themy  willy  in  general,  receive  the  mojl  important  benefit 
from  being  admitted  into  an  Infirmary. 

3dly,  That  infeaious  difeafes,  fuch  as  thofe  which,  in  a 
peculiar  manner,  corrupt  the  air ;  or  by  fpecific  contagion, 
fpread  their  baneful  influence  amongfl  other  patients,  fhould 

not  be  admitted  on  any  account,  unlefs  where  there  are  wards 

appropriated  to  the  reception  of  fuch  difeafes. 

4thly,  That  thofe  difeafes  which  require,  in  a  peculiar 
degree,  a  fre/lo  pure  air  for  their  cure,  or  are  remarkably  in- 
jured by  any  vitiation  of  it,  are  improper  to  be  received  into 
on  Infirmary. 

5thly,  That  chronic  difeafes  which  are  flow  in  their 
progrcfs,fubjea  to  frequent  relapfes,  which  afford  little  hope 
of  a  radical  cure,  and  which  do  not  require  frequent  attention 
to  the  effeSs  of  medicine,  fhould  not  be  admitted  into  the  houfe, 
lecaufe  they  may  be  treated  with  advantage  out  of  it  ;  and 
alfp  becaufe  one  patient  having  a  difeafe  of  the  above  defcrip- 
tion,  will,  with  little  advantage,  occupy  the  room,  which 
would  otherwife  give  mofl  efftntial  relief  to,  perhaps,  fever al 
patients,  in  rapid  fucceffion,  labouring  under  the  diflempers 
which  are  mofl  proper  to  be  admitted  into  an  Infirmary. 

1 08.  Befides  the  difcriihination  of  difeafes,  which 
are  proper  to  be  received  into  an  Infirmary,  it  is  the  ex- 
prefs  duty  of  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  not  to  allow  the 
wards  to  he  crouded  :  for  upon  this  lalt  circumftance,  to- 
gether with  a  perfevering  attention  to  ventilation  and 
cleanlinefs,  the  prevention  of  contagion  and  the  more 
jCpeedy  cure  of  the  fick  chiefly  depend. 
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roQ.  The  feelings  and  emotions  of  the  patients,  unds^' 
critical  circumllances,  require  to  be  known  and  attended 
to,  no  lefs  than  the  fymptoms  of  their  difeafes.  Thus  in 
certain  cafes  and  conftitutions,  extreme  timidity  with  re- 
fpeft  to  venefeftion-  has  not  only  made  the  operation  in- 
jurious, but  frequently  fatal.  Even  the  prejudices  of  the 
fick  ought  not  to  be  oppofed  with  harfhnefs  ;  for  though' 
filenced  by  authority,  they  will  operate  fecretly  and  for- 
cibly on  the  mind,  creating  fear,  anxiety,  and  watchful- 
nefs. 

no.  As  mifapprehenfion  may  magnify  real  evils,  or- 
create  imaginary  ones,  no  difcufGon  concerning  the  na- 
ture of  the  cafe  fhall  be  entered  into  before  the  patients, 
either  with  the  houfe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  the 
pupils,  or  any  medical  vifitor. 

111.  In  the  wards  of  the  Infirmary,  the  patients  fhall 
be  interrogated  in  a  tone  of  voice  which  cannot  be  over- 
heard. Secrecy  alfo,  when  required  by  particular  cir- 
cumftances,  lhall  be  ftriftly  obferved  ;  and  females  fhall 
always  be  treated  with  the  moft  fcrupulous  delicacy. 
Theie  confiderations  fhall  be  forcibly  and  repeatedly 
urged  on  the  pupils  belonging  to  the  charity. 

112.  The  moral  and  religious  influence  of  ficknefs 
being  fo  favourable  to  the  beft  interefts  of  man,  it  has 
been  judged  an  important  objeft  of  this  charity  to  have 
an  officiating  chaplain.  The  inftitutions  and  precepts 
of  religion,  therefore,  which  give  confolation  to  patierits 
languifhing  under  difeafe,  fhall  be  ferioufly  recommend- 
ed and  held  out  to  them  by  the  phyficians  and  furgeons, 
whenever  feafonable  opportunities  occur. 

113.  The  choice  of  a  phyfician  or  furgeon  cannot 
be  allowed  to  Infirmary  patients  on  their  admiffion,  con- 
firtently  with  the  regular  and  cftablifiied  fucceflion 
of  medical  attendance.  Perfonal  confidence,  however,  is 
not  of  lefs  importance,  towards  the  relief  of  the  fick  poor, 

^  3 
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tTian  of  the  rich,  under  fimllar  clrcumfiances.  The  phy- 
ficians  of  this  charity,  therefore,  fliall  indulge  the  partiali- 
ty of  patients,  by  caUing  into  confuhation  the  favourite 
praftitioner.  The  reftitude  and  wifdom  of  tliis  conduft 
will  be  more  apparent,  when  it  is  recolledted,  that  pa- 
tients not  unfrequently  requeft  their  discharge,  on  a  de- 
ceitful plea  of  having  received  relief,  and  foon  after  pro- 
cure another  recommendation,  that  they  may  be  admitted 
under  the  phyfician  or  furgeon  of  their  choice. 

114.  The  ftrifteft  temperance  is  incumbent  on  the  fa- 
culty, as  the  pradllce  both  of  phyfic  and  furgery,  at  all 
times,  requires  the  exercife  of  a  clear  and  vigorous  under- 
ftanding :  the  phyficians  and  furgeons,  therefore,  fliould 
never  be  unprepared  :  for,  on  emergencies,  a  fleady  hand, 
an  acute  eye,  or  an  unclouded  head,  may  be  effential  to 
the  well  being,  and  even  the  life  of  a  fellow  creature. 

1 1 5'.  Although  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  fhall  pay 
attention  to  oeconomy,  in  general,  in  their  prefcn'ptions, 
yet  they  fhall  not  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  reftrained,  by 
parfimonlous  confiderations,  from  prefcribing  drugs  of  a 
high  price,  and  nvine,  SiC.  when  required,  in  difeafes  of 
danger  or  malignity.  In  many  cafes,  if  drugs  of  inferior 
efficacy  be  employed,  it  will  be  nccelTary  to  continue  them 
for  a  longer  period  of  time,  which  will  more  than  coun- 
terbalance any  faving  in  the  price.  If  the  cafe,  however, 
were  otherwife,  no  ceconomy  of  fatal  tendency  ought  to 
be  admitted  into  inftitutions  founded  on  principles  of  the 
pureft  beneficence- 

116.  To  further  profeffional  improvement,  a  friendly 
and  unrefcrved  intercourfe  lhall  fubfift  between  the  gen- 
tlemen of  the  faculty,  with  a  mutual  communication  of 
whatever  is  extraordinary  and  interefting,  in  the  courfe  of 
their  hofpital  praftice  :  and  an  account  of  every  cafe,  ope- 
ration, or  diffeaion,  which  is  rare,  curious,  or  inftruftive, 
fhall  be  drawn  up  by  the  phyfician  or  furgeon,  under 
whofe  care  it  has  been  ;  and  be  entered  in  a  regifer 
to  be  preferved  as  the  property  of  the  Infirmary. 
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1 1 7.  Much  advantage  would  alfo  accrue  to  medical 
fcience  from  keeping  accurate  vwnthly  and  annual  returns 
of  difeafes  of  Infirmaries,  whicii  ought  to  be  publifhed 
along  with  their  annual  reports.  Thefe  returns  Ihould 
confift  of/owr  tahles  ;  the Jirjl,  exhibiting  the  difeafes  of 
all  the  patients  admitted  to  the  Infirmary,  during  each 
month  of  the  year  ;  the  fecond,  the  fevcral  difeafes  of  the 
patients,  during  one  year,  with  their  events  ;  the  third, 
the  number  of  males  and  females,  labouring  under  each 
difeafe,  in  the  feveral  ftages  of  life  ;  and  the  fourth,  con- 
taining a  particular  view  of  the  difeafes,  the  fex,  age,  &c. 
of  thofe  who  die  in  the  courfe  of  the  year.  By  infpefting 
tables  conftru£ted  on  this  plan,  any  perfon  may,  at  once, 
afcertain  the  rife,  progrefs,  and  decline  of  epidemics  ;  the 
comparative  degrees  of  mortality  occafioned  by  different 
difeafes  ;  the  ftages  of  life  at  which  mankind  are  liable  to 
particular  diilempers  ;  the  diflFerence  of  the  feafons  with 
refpeft  to  healthfulnefs;  and  other  circumilances  of  equal 
importance.  To  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  of  the  re- 
fpedlive  charities  fuch  tables  are  .  of  the  utmoft  impor- 
tance ;  for  without  them  they  may  long  perfevere  in  er- 
roneous practice  without  deteftion,  or  even  fufpicion. 

118.  It  is  one  of  the  inftitutions  of  this  Infir- 
mary, (fee  rule  43 )  that,  before  any  of  the  greater 
operations  are  performed,  all  the  phyficians  and 
furgeons  fliall  be  called  to  confultation  :  but,  in  other 
caies,  fuch  a  numerous  confultation  would  not  only 
alarm  the  patients,  but,  on  many  accounts,  would  not 
promife  to  be  of  fo  much  advantage  as  the  confidential 
confultation  of  two,  or  at'  moft  four,  of  the  gentlemen 
of  the  faculty,  when  the  cafe  is  of  a  mixed  or  intricate 
nature.  The  phyficians  and  furgeons,  therefore,  fhall 
promote,  fuch  confultations  in  lingering  and  difficult 
cafes,  in  order  that  the  patients,  if  they  cannot  be  dif- 
miffed  in  perfedl  health,  may  be  fatisfied  they  have  ob- 
tained all  the  advantages  which  the  charity  is  capable  of 
affording  them.  In  fuch  confultations  the  ordinary 
phyfician  or  furgeon  ff)all  call  in  the  aid  of  any  one  of 
his  colleagues,  in  whom  the  patient  may  repofe  moft 
confidence. 
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119.  In  cveiy  confultation  the  phyficlan  or  furgeon 
who  calls  in  the  aid  of  his  brethren,  fliall,  before  they 
vifit  the  patient,  concifely  and  accurately  ftate  to  them, 
the  cafe  to  be  confidered.  In  confultations  on  medical 
cafes,  after  they  have  examined  the  patient,  the  junior 
phyfician  fliall  deliver  his  opinion  firft,  and  the  others  in 
fucceffion,  according  to  their  feniority  in  the  Infirmary. 
The  fame  order  fhall  be  obferved  in  chirurgical  cafes; 
and  a  majority  fhall  be  decifive  in  both.  No  decifion, 
however,  ftiall  reftrain  the  acting  pradlitioner  from  ma- 
king fuch  variations  in  the  treatment,  as  a  change  in  the 
circumftances  of  the  diforder  may  afterwards  require. 
In  confultations  on  mixed  cafes  the  junior  furgeon  fliall 
deliver  his  opinion  firft,  and  his  brethren  afterwards  in 
lucceflion.  The  junior  phyfician  prefent  fliall  deliver  his 
opinion  after  the  fenior  furgeon,  and  the  other  phyficiaus 
in  the  order  above  prefcribed. 

1 20.  During  the  performance  of  operations  a  decorous 
filence  fhall  be  obferved.  It  may  be  humane  and  falutary, 
however,  for  one  of  the  attending  phyficians  or  furgeons 
to  fpeak  occafionally  to  the  patient,  and  to  give  him 
affiirance,  if  confiftetit  with  truth,  that  the  operation 
goes  on  well,  and  promifes  a  fpeedy  and  fuccefsful 
termination.

Instructions   for   conducting  the  usual  pro- 
ceedings OF  THE  HoUSE-CoMMITTEE. 

THE  chairman,  after  having  ordered  the  names  of 
the  governors  prefent  to  be  regiftered,  and  the  mijiutes 
of  the  preceding  committee  to  be  read  by  the  fecretary, 
is  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  follovi'ing  direftions :  

i-ft.  To  call  for  an  account  of  the  patients,  who  have 
beep,  received  for  accidents,  during  the  courfe  of  the  pre- 
ceding week;  and  of  the  'iacant  beds  in  the  houfe. 


2d.    To  call  for  the  weekly  lift  of  fuch  patientSj  as 
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tlie  phyficians  and  furgeoris  judge  proper  to  be  di'fchargcd; 
and  alfo  of  thofe  in-patients  whofe  cafes  may  be  treated 
with  equal  advantage  as  out  patients ;  in  order  that  the 
firft  clafs  of  patients  may  be  difmifTed,  and  the  latter 
made  out-patients  ;  and  ftrid^ly  to  enjoin  the  patients  who 
are  difcharged,  not  to  negleft  returning  thanks  to  Al- 
mighty God,,  in  their  refpedtive  places  of  worfhip,  for 
the  benefit  they  have  received,  and  to  the  fubfcribera 
who  recommended  them. 

3d.  To  admit  fuch  patients  as  on  examination,  by 
the  phyficiana  and  furgeons,.  are  judged  groBcr  to  be 
received.  " 

4th.  On  the  firft  Thurfday  of  every  month,,  to  call 
for  the  book  containing  the  determination  of  the  phy- 
ficians  and  furgeons  concerning  patients  who  have  been 
two  months  or  longer  in  the  houfe :  that  they  may  be 
difcharged,  if  they  are  not  likely  to  be  cured,  or  to 
receive  eflential  benefit. 

5th.  To  examine  all  the  tradefmen*s  bills,  on  the  lafl; 
Thurfday  of  every  month,  and  to  order  payment  thereof ; 
to  call  in,  and  infpeft  the  account  of  drugs  and  medicines 
ordered  by  the  hoafe-furgeon  and  apothecary,  on  the  laft 
Thurfday  of  every  quarter  ;  and  to  requeft  the  phyfici- 
ans,  furgeons,  and  fuch  apothecaries  as  are  governors,  to 
infpeft  the  drugs  and  medicines  of  the  fhop,  at  leaft  once 
in  three  months. 

6th.  On  the  laft  Thurfday  of  every  month,  before  the 
other  bufinefs  is  begun,  to  appoint  two  of  the  members 
of  the  committee  to  go  through  and  infpedl  the  different 
wards,  the  ftore-room,  and  (hop,  and  every  other  part  of 
the  houfe,  and  to  make  fuch  enquiries  as  are  recommend- 
ed to  be  made  by  the  houfe-vifitors ;  ( See  No.  II.  of  this 
appendix )  and  to  enter,  in  the  minutes  of  the  day,  a  re- 
port of  the  adual  ftate  of  the  houfe. 
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7 til,  To  read  the  entries  in  the  houfe-vifitors'  book, 
and  reftify  fuch  abufes  as  are  therein  mentioned. 

8th.  To  fee  what  fornner  orders  of  the  general  courts, 
or  of  the  houfe-conimittee,  remain  without  having  been 
carried  into  efFeft ;  alfo  to  read  rule  V I. 

9th.  At  the  laft  meeting  of  the  committee  preceding 
the  general  court  in  April,  to  read  rule  i  ith,  refpedling 
the  inventory  of  houfehold  goods  and  furniture  ;  and  in 
the  advertifemerit  for  calling  the  general  court  in  April, 
to  give  notice  of  the  eleftion  of  the  ordinaiy  members  of 
the  committee,  according  to  Jlatute  VII.

Six 
ounces  of  bread  per  day,  will  be  sufficient  for  patients  on 
low  diet-    Two  ounces  of  sugar. 


N.  B.  The  physicians  and  surgeons,  according  to  the 
state  of  the  respeftive  diseases  of  their. several  patients,  have 
the  discretionary  power  of  making  variations  ,  in  any  of  the 
above  tables  of  diet,  of  allowing  a  more  full  diet,  and  of 
prescribing  wine  and  other  liquors,  &c.  when  they  judge 
them  necessary.
